Judge 
reins in 
ACT UP/SF

T emporary restraining orders 
have been issued against five 
members of the AIDS dissident 
group ACT UP/San Francisco, 
preventing them from coming within 
100 yards of any staff member of Pro¬ 
ject Inform, a national HIV/AIDS 
treatment education and advocacy 
group based in San Francisco. 

The five, who have been accused of 
violently disrupting an April 17 forum 
co-hosted by Project Inform, also have 
been ordered to stay away from the 
group’s public meetings while the re¬ 
straining orders remain in effect. 

Four of the orders, against Ronnie 
Burk, Andrea Lindsay, David 
Pasquarelli, and Todd Swindell, were is¬ 
sued last Friday, May 5 by San Francis¬ 
co Superior Court Judge Alfred G. Chi- 
antelli. The fifth, against Michael Belle- 
fountaine, was granted Tuesday, May 9. 

Amy Lovell, an attorney with Mor¬ 
rison and Foerster who represented 
Project Inform at the hearings, said 
that while there were other individu¬ 
als participating in the disruption, 
witnesses were able to identify only 
the five defendants by name. 

The restraining orders remain in 
effect until a May 24 hearing, when 
the court will decide whether to make 
them permanent. 

While the original ACT/UP San 
Francisco that formed in 1988 took 
great pains to train its members in 
nonviolent civil disobedience tech¬ 
niques, current ACT UP/San Francis¬ 
co members have been involved in vi¬ 
olent altercations with AIDS workers 
on several occasions in recent years. 
The San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
had obtained restraining orders 
against Burk and Bellefountaine for 
two separate attacks on female staff 
members, though the orders expired 
at the end of 1999, according to SFAF 
spokesman Gustavo Suarez. 

“This is part of a long-standing 
pattern of behavior,” said Martin De¬ 
laney, Project Informs founding di¬ 
rector, who said his group decided to 
take legal action “not only on behalf 
of our own staff but for everyone in 
the community. It’s important that we 
send the message that they could 
wind up in jail.” 

Pasquarelli declined to comment 
on the matter, referring questions to 
the lawyer representing the five de¬ 
fendants. 

“The five deny that there was any 
violence at the meeting,” stated attor¬ 
ney Michael Lee, of Minami, Lew, and 
Tamaki LLP. “Obviously these are two 
groups that have opposite stands on 
an issue. It seems to me that they 
should compete in the marketplace of 
ideas, rather than using the statute on

A bout 20 local activists, including 
San Francisco Supervisors Tom 
Ammiano and Mark Leno, demon¬ 
strated outside KPIX-TV's Battery 
Street office Monday, May 8 to protest 
the planned airing of Dr. Laura Sch- 
lessinger's television program this fall.

South Africa gives forum to HIV dissidents

F rustrated HIV dissidents have long 
sought official recognition of their belief 
that HIV does not cause AIDS, and now 
it appears that they have found a recep¬ 
tive audience in South Africa, a country of 44 
million people where one in 10 is infected 
with the human immunodeficiency virus. 

South African President Thabo Mbeki has 
appointed a 33-member panel, including 
University of California, Berkeley molecular 


biologist Peter Duesberg and Bay Area bio¬ 
chemist David Rasnick, both leading HIV 
dissidents in the U.S. 

Although the presidential advisory board, 
which held its first meeting in Pretoria last 
weekend, is charged with looking at a wide 
range of issues confronting the African coun¬ 
try as it attempts to curtail its devastating 
AIDS epidemic - including the best treat¬ 
ments for those living with disease - about 
half of the panel’s members believe that AIDS 
is not caused by HIV, but rather by other con¬ 
ditions, such as poverty, drug use, malnutri-

tion, and other in¬ 
fections. The make¬ 
up of the panel vir¬ 
tually guarantees a 
heavy focus on the 
HIV/AIDS connec¬ 
tion, and a com¬ 
mittee has already 
been established to 
design new experi¬ 
ments to test 
whether HIV caus¬ 
es AIDS in the 
coming months. 

Mbeki has been 
widely Criticized 
among scientists 
around the world 
for focusing atten- 

tion on the issue, particularly in light of his 
executive decision not to provide the stan¬ 
dard AIDS drug AZT to HIV-positive preg- 
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Berkeley AIDS dissi¬ 
dent Peter Duesberg 
was named to a presi¬ 
dential AIDS commis¬ 
sion in South Africa.

■ n a victory for people of all body types 
I throughout the city, the San Francisco 
I Board of Supervisors Monday, May 8 
I unanimously approved an ordinance pro¬ 
posed by Board President Tom Ammiano 
that adds body size to the non-discrimination 
code, which currently outlaws 
religious, ethnic, racial, sexual 
orientation, disability, and gen¬ 
der-based bias. 

If Mayor Willie Brown signs 
the bill, then people who are de¬ 
nied positions or opportunities 
due to their height or weight 
would have a legal basis for 
challenging that discrimination. 

Police and fire departments, and 
other jobs where certain physi¬ 
cal abilities are required, would 
be exempt from the legislation. 


But for other city agencies and public spaces, 
being compliant with the new ordinance 
could mean major changes ahead. 

Under the new law, for instance, movie 
theaters and restaurants may have to add 
seating for larger people, which is already 
happening under the Americans With Dis¬ 
abilities Act in order to accommodate people 
with restricted mobility. Jobs that promote 
healthy lifestyles would not nec¬ 
essarily be able to ban fat people 
from their staff, for as Ammiano 
told the Bay Area Reporter, “A 
person can work out three times 
a week, have a normal blood 
pressure and heart rate, and still 
be overweight. A person’s body 
size does not tell you about their 
| lifestyle.” 

“I’m very proud to be a part 
of this,” Ammiano added. “Even 
I learned some new things.”

East Bay LGBT center 
to honor local heroes

W alnut Creek resident Jon 
Crovo will be honored for 
his years of activism and 
service to the lesbian and gay 
community at the Rainbow Com¬ 
munity Center of Contra Costa 
County’s fourth annual “Honors 
Night” next Friday, May 19, at the 
Hilton Hotel in Concord. 

The event, a benefit for RCC, 
also will recognize the staff and 
patrons of Walnut Creek’s Club 
1220 for their commitment to vol- 
unteerism and fundraising, and 
RCC will pay tribute to LGBT vet¬ 
erans of the U.S. military who, in 
spite of their documented contri¬ 
butions to the freedoms Ameri¬ 
cans enjoy, continue to suffer offi¬ 
cially sanctioned discrimination 
under the failed “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell” policy. A special citation will 
be presented to the Alexander 
Hamilton American Legion Post 
#448 on behalf of all veterans. 
With members from across the 
country, the Alexander Hamilton 
post is the only recognized LGBT 
American Legion post in the Unit¬ 


ed States. 

The master of ceremonies for 
the evening will be San Francisco 
comedian Scott Silverman. 

Organizers said that Crovo has 
touched many lives of LGBT East 
Bay residents over the years. As 
owner of Club 1220 for 25 years, 
Crovo is a dedicated contributor 
to the fight against AIDS and one 
of RCC’s staunchest supporters. 

Crovo is the first to admit that 
when he entered the bar business 
in the 1970s, life was like a perpet¬ 
ual party. 

Then came AIDS. 

“It was my World War II, my 
Vietnam, my holocaust,” he said. 
“It changed my life. Back then you 
could be diagnosed with AIDS and 
then be dead in as little as two 
weeks. I met mothers coming in 
from out of town to see their dying 
sons, and I was the one who had to 
tell them that their sons had AIDS 
and that they were gay. I spoke at 
so many funerals that I felt as if I 
were a professional eulogist.” 

As a result, Crovo’s focus shift¬ 
ed from himself to the communi¬ 
ty, and he directed his energies to 
caring for dying friends and help¬ 


ing to raise significant amounts of 
money to fund AIDS care and re¬ 
search. 

In 1995, RCC put out a call for 
volunteers to serve on its board of 
directors, and Crovo signed on. 
“So much of my time, for so many 
years, has been focused on the 
dying, I’m ready to try to make a 
difference for the living,” he said. 

Crovo has retired from work¬ 
ing at Club 1220. He enjoys travel¬ 
ing, and this year that hobby has 
taken on a new direction as Crovo 
has signed up for the California 
AIDS Ride Presented by Tanquer- 
ay, and is training with Team RCC, 
which consists of over 100 riders. 

Organizers said tickets to next 
week’s event are $65 for RCC 
members and $75 for non-mem¬ 
bers. The evening starts with no 
host cocktails and a silent auction 
at 6:30 p.m, followed by dinner 
and the program at 7:30. T

AIDS clinic letters 
continue to ID patients

I§| man’s two-year crusade to 
mjk stop receiving appointment 
I H reminders that include the 
phrase “AIDS clinic” displayed 
prominently within the letter may 
have come to a happy ending re^ 
cently, according to officials at San 
Francisco General Hospital. 

Daniel Frye, a patient in 
SFGH’s Ward 86 Positive Health 
Project, began receiving the 
mailed reminders in 1997. Imme¬ 
diately uneasy about a piece of 
mail floating through the universe 
with his name and AIDS diagnosis 
on it, Frye’s anxieties became a re¬ 
ality in 1998, when a nosy neigh¬ 
bor accidentally received his mail 
due to a postal delivery error.

Hosted by Marc Bamuthi 
Joseph, the night’s featured per¬ 
formers include Biko, Antonio 
Mims, Chinaka Hodge, Tiger 
Walsh, Equipto of Bored Stiff, and 
Daphne Scholinski, author of The 
Last Time I Wore a Dress. 

Through varying art forms in¬ 
cluding spoken word, Waking Up 
hopes to trigger discussion among 
youth, their parents, and partners 
about the impact of AIDS on 
youth. Furthermore, the event 
aims to empower young people 
with strategies for taking action 
and creating change. According to 
Global Strategies for HIV Preven¬ 
tion, approximately 8,000 young 
people ages 15-24 become infect¬ 
ed with HIV every single day 
around the world. 

“We anticipate a diverse group 
of people, coming together to ex¬ 
press ways that HIV affects their 
lives,” said Sanjai Rabab Moses, 
health educator and trainer at the 
Center for Youth.

These days, Moses feels there’s a 
lack of focus and acknowledgment 
regarding AIDS in the community. 

“There’s this complacency in 
our community about AIDS. In the 
1980s and 1990s, the issue of AIDS 
was in the front pages, but now it 
isn’t. This event will wake up the 
community by facing, talking, and 
discussing all our fears and hopes 
about AIDS,” added Moses. 

All ages are welcome to the 
CELLspace, located at 2050 Bryant 
Street. Admission to the event is a 
sliding scale of $5-$10.

tices. At first 
he was as¬ 
sured that if 
he asked for 
no re¬ 

minder 
each time 
he sched¬ 
uled an appoint¬ 
ment, the notices would stop. 
They didn’t. He then asked that 
the word “AIDS” be removed from 
the letters he was receiving. After 
phone requests, complaints in 
writing, and in-person begging, 
the hospital finally informed him 
that his request was impossible. 

“I was told that if they did it for 
me, they’d have to do it for every¬ 
body,” Frye told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

When contacted by the news¬ 
paper, a desk attendant at Ward 86 
who gave only his first name, Bob, 
informed the B.A.R. that he was 
aware of complaints, but that the 
clinic could not be held responsi¬ 
ble for what happens to the mail. 

“My understanding is that for 
some people the mail is seen by 
people other than addressee,” said 
Bob. “Whoever sees a person’s 
mail is that person’s responsibility. 
We have never intentionally re¬ 
vealed anybody’s HIV status.” 

But assuming that most people 
know what clinic they attend and 
when, asked the B.A.R. y why 
couldn’t the hospital simply re¬ 
move the word, “AIDS” from all 
letters to its clients? 

Bob transferred the call to his 
supervisor Ann Goldberg, who as¬ 
sured the B.A.R. that changes in 
the letter format had been made. 

“What happened was, the hos¬ 


pital automat¬ 
ically generated a letter,” said Gold¬ 
berg. “But that was changed about 
a month ago - maybe three weeks 
ago - due to a patient bringing it 
to our attention. From now on all 
letters about our appointments 
will just have the initials PHP (for 
Positive Health Project).” 

Frye, however, received his lat¬ 
est “AIDS” notice about two weeks 
ago, for an appointment later this 
month. Goldberg once again in¬ 
sisted that this letter was “old” and 
that the policy had changed due to 
Frye’s complaints. 

Perhaps it was indeed Frye’s dili¬ 
gence that, after two years, finally 
changed the policy, or perhaps it was 
the fact that representatives from 
city supervisors’ offices and the 
Legal Aid Society also contacted the 
hospital within, the last month. Per¬ 
haps it is also a possibility that the 
reminders really haven’t changed, a 
scenario that Frye still fears. 

“They’ve lied to everybody 
who calls on my behalf,” said Frye, 
noting that at this point he is at 
the end of his rope. 

“I’m stressed out,” said Frye. “I 
want them to stop so I can get 
some closure to all of this.” 

Frye will continue to hold his 
breath and hope that next time, 
his appointment reminder will 
not reveal his HIV status. ▼

A gay man from the Russian 
River is being held in Sonoma 
County Jail without bail after 
allegedly attempting to stab his for¬ 
mer lover to death, then hiding out 
with friends in San Francisco. 

According to the victim, 
Harold Ryder, his ex-partner, 
Phillip Bortolussi, 40, was waiting 
for him with a butcher knife when 
Ryder returned home from work 
early Sunday morning, April 30. 

Ryder, a soft-spoken man who 
lives in Monte Rio and works as 
the manager of Club Fab in 
Guerneville, described the alleged 
attack: 

“I had already had an incident 


with Phil on the phone and in 
person that day,” Ryder said. “I 
came home that night, parked my 
Jeep. When I opened the front 
door I saw a shadow go past the 
doorway. I jumped back from the 
doorway. Phil came after me. He 
said all he wanted to do was talk. 

“I ran away. I ran out of the 
gate. I got to the passenger side of 
my car. Phil followed me. He 
grabbed me. I felt as if he had hit 
me twice in the back with his fist. 
Then I saw the butcher knife in his 
hand. I grabbed it away. Then I 
started running down the street, 
screaming. I saw a van with a man 
in it. I got him to phone 911.” 

Ryder said Monte Rio Fire 
Chief Steve Baxman, who was the 
first to respond, attempted to stop 


the bleeding from the two knife 
wounds in his back. Then Ryder 
was rushed to Sutter Hospital, 
where his condition was touch- 
and-go until doctors were able to 
repair his collapsed lungs and 
start him breathing on his own. 

Bortolussi, meanwhile, had fled 
the scene. Ryder said police caught 
sight of him driving south out of 
Santa Rosa, but lost him when he 
traveled out of their jurisdiction. 

The Sonoma County Sheriff’s 
Department issued a warrant for 
Bortolussi’s arrest later that morn¬ 
ing, but the Guerneville resident 
who works as a waiter in two 
river-area restaurants did not turn 
himself in to authorities until last 
Wednesday, May 3.

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A spring of discontent 


ISlSi he recent news out of South Africa re- 
| garding President Thabo Mbeki’s ap- 
8 pointment of several AIDS dissidents 
to his national advisory council was dis¬ 
heartening, to say the least. The AIDS de- 
nialists compose about half of the 33-mem¬ 
ber panel, which virtually assures that dis¬ 
cussions will be prone to deadlock. The 
problem with the AIDS dissidents is that 
their claim that the HIV virus does not 
cause AIDS was long ago refuted by the sci¬ 
entific community. 

New information is emerging about 
HIV/AIDS all the time. The recent debate in 
the scientific and HIV/AIDS communities 
around structured treatment interruption is 
but one example. But to date, scientific re¬ 
search has not supported the claims of AIDS 
denialists. 

The council’s formation and likely stale¬ 
mates on discussions is not good news for 
the roughly 4 million South Africans living 
with HIV/AIDS. That’s about 10 percent of 
the country’s population, and what they 
need now more than ever is treatment, in¬ 
cluding HIV medications. 

And that’s where the Clinton adminis¬ 
tration comes into the picture. The presi¬ 
dent Wednesday issued an executive order 
allowing foreign governments in sub-Saha¬ 
ran Africa to import and manufacture 
cheaper versions of the world’s most effec¬ 
tive AIDS drugs without fear of punishment 
from U.S. trade authorities. The order was 
prompted in large part by U.S. Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein, and is welcome relief. 

Last December, Vice President Al Gore, 
during the start of the presidential primary 
race, very publicly announced the change in 
administration policy, resulting in the coun¬ 
try showing more “flexibility” in enforcing 
U.S. patent rights in countries with such pub¬ 
lic health emergencies. 

Over the past several months, however, 
Gore hasn’t been particularly vocal on this 
issue - or many others for that matter. The 
“alpha Gore” candidate that voters saw in 
January, February, and early March has been 
practically missing in action since he 
wrapped up the Democratic presidential 
nomination. A recent poll that shows pre¬ 
sumptive Republican nominee George W. 
Bush ahead of Gore by 8 percentage points 
should not be taken lightly, even though it is 


several months until the November election. 

The prospect of a Bush presidency 
should be enough to elicit strong support for 
Gore from lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender voters. This nation has moved for¬ 
ward on gay rights during the Clinton-Gore 
administration at a pace never before 
seen in this country. And, while we 
have our issues with the adminis¬ 
tration - notably around the , 
failed “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” pol¬ 
icy covering gays and lesbians in 
the military - the overall record is 
good, especially when you factor in that 
Congress is controlled by Republicans. 

A Bush presidency almost 
certainly would include sever¬ 
al appointments to the U.S. 

Supreme Court that could set 
back progress for gays, minorities, and a 
woman’s right to choose. And we are deeply 
concerned about Bush’s record as Texas gov¬ 
ernor with respect to enforcing the death 
penalty - Texas leads the country in execu¬ 
tions - at a time when DNA evidence and 
other investigative tools have conclusively 
proven the innocence of several death-row 
prisoners. The Republican governor of Illi¬ 


nois has instituted a moratorium in his state 
on executions, and even Pat Robertson has 
echoed the call. 

The recent poll by the Los Angeles Times 
shows Bush leading Gore in just about every 
demographic group, even among women, 
and especially among men - in spite of the 
robust economy and the fact that most 
of the people surveyed want to contin¬ 
ue in the Clinton direction. 

The findings tell us that while a lot 
can happen between now and Novem¬ 
ber, Gore had better get his message out. 
Don’t be fooled by Bush’s so-called 
“compassionate conservatism,” his 
recent move to the political 
center, or his active courting of 
Hispanic voters. As California 
Lieutenant Governor Cruz 
Bustamante told one of the local dailies, “It’s 
time to just look past the veneer.” 

Bush’s meeting last month with hand¬ 
picked gay and lesbian Republicans is anoth¬ 
er example of playing to the political center 
without any substantive move. Bush isn’t 
about to change his opposition to equal rights 
for gays, and our community shouldn’t be 
hoodwinked into thinking otherwise. ▼ 




In defense of the Ark

or many generations, young people 
have left their families of origin from 
across the country, even around the 
world, to find refuge and to seek communi¬ 
ty at the corner of 18th and Castro. 

Until the relatively recent influx of 
wealth that has changed the Castro from a 
neighborhood in which gay people lived to 
a neighborhood where working- and mid¬ 
dle-class queers can only visit, these pio¬ 
neers and pilgrims could get a retail job in 
the neighborhood or downtown, and share 
space in an apartment or flat. Many of them 
went on to become activists, helping to 
build many of our current institutions and 
fight for many of our hard-won gains. 

In those early days, the Castro went 
through its share of growing pains, espe¬ 
cially around Collingwood Street between 
18th and 19th. Some neighbors of Colling¬ 
wood Park called for police sweeps to bring 
an end to the cruising for sex and drugs and 
the public urination of gay men mostly in 
their 20s, 30s, and 40s who used the park as 
an outdoor gathering area, especially after 
the bars closed. 

Others defended the rights of gay men to 
socialize in this manner, while decrying 
some of their behavior, but generally ex¬ 
pressing pride in a neighborhood with an in¬ 
ternational reputation of freedom for queers 
and compassion for people with HIV, main¬ 
taining that these excesses were a small price 
to pay for sending a message of welcome to 
members of our tribe scattered throughout 
the world who dreamed of living in such a 
refuge. This was life in the Castro through¬ 


out most of the 1980s and 1990s. 

For the past two years, in the most pros¬ 
perous times our neighborhood (and city) 
has ever seen, something ugly has been hap¬ 
pening. A small number of merchants and 
residents have worked vigorously to dis¬ 
courage us from collectively taking respon¬ 
sibility for the continually replenishing pop¬ 
ulation of young people who come here 
seeking what we all came seeking. They 
complain that these aren’t prep 
school children some of them drink 
and take drugs - not unlike some 
adults in our neighborhood - and 
are noisy. They blame them for not 
being able to find places to live 
while working for minimum wage 
salaries when people 
making upwards of 
$30,000 a year can’t find 
an affordable apartment. 

In last week’s guest opinion, members of 
the neutral team for the 2500 Market long¬ 
term residential facility for queer homeless 
youth expressed opposition to the city 
awarding the contract to Ark of Refuge, an 
African American-run social service 
provider with a distinguished record. 
Though there hasn’t been a single complaint 
filed with the Department of Public Health, 
they stated as fact that the current Ark-run 
homeless project housed at Golden Gate 
MCC in Noe Valley has caused problems in 
the Castro. Yet how many have visited this 
shelter to see that some young peoples’ lives 
are being turned around through jobs and 
enrollment in school? 

Let’s look at some of the points they raise. 
While the emergency shelter at EVRC a year 
ago may not have been perfect, to blame all 
of the current problems plaguing Colling¬ 


wood street on homeless queer youth or that 
EVRC shelter is ludicrous. They are not the 
only ones who use Collingwood Street. As 
for the “magnet” effect that shelter suppos¬ 
edly caused, this street, as we stated before, 
has always been a “magnet” for cruisers, 
boozers, and others. It’s time for the neigh¬ 
borhood to take a hard look at who causes 
what problems on that street. Stop using 
homeless queer youth as scapegoats. 

As for the EVRC shelter, Ark of Refuge, 
which ran it, was operating under tremen¬ 
dous pressure and incredible 
scrutiny - more than any agency 
should have to deal with. To 
judge Ark only by its perfor¬ 
mance under those horrendous 
circumstances is wrong. 
Despite that pressure, 
young people were 
helped during that short¬ 
lived shelter. But even more of a testimony 
to Ark’s ability is the Noe Valley shelter. By 
all accounts, it’s been a success. 

Last week’s op-ed writers ask that DPH 
more aggressively pursue agencies to submit 
proposals for the 2500 site. That’s fine. But 
many agencies have been scared away be¬ 
cause of neighborhood opposition. The 
Castro has not always been a welcome 
wagon for this project. 

Ark has proven itself, working with the 
Noe Valley neighborhood in producing a 
first-rate shelter. If it is chosen, we have no 
doubt that it can do the same in the Castro. ▼

In this letter, I cite that the 
community having difficulty with the end result of 
this trial was absent during the proceedings men¬ 
tioned above. I can only hope that in the future, this 
community will see fit to fill the courtroom when 
hearings and trials are conducted that concern their 
issues. This would also generate support for the peo¬ 
ple doing hard work (the DA and the police) as well as 
support for the individuals (such as myself) who 
stood up before the court, gave testimony (wrenching 
as it was), and devoted two years to the process. I am 
taken aback by those who seek to criticize the current 
results this late in the process.

Queer jurors prevented from serving? 

As someone who can remember the day Harvey 
Milk and George Moscone were assassinated, it is dis¬ 
turbing to note parallels that have been drawn with the 
tragic death two years ago in front of the Loading Dock 
bar. The sad fact about the death of Brian Wilmes is 
that it was accidental. In contrast to Dan White, who 
cold-bloodedly tracked down and executed his victims, 
Edgard Mora wasn’t looking to kill someone when he 
descended into a blind fury that night. 

The resulting sentence certainly has nothing to do 
with Dan White’s case and it may not have much to do 
with homophobia. It could have something to do with 
the refusal of Governor Gray Davis to parole any of¬ 
fender whose crime resulted in death, whether inten¬ 
tional, accidental, or passionate. By upgrading all such 
penalties to mandatory life imprisonment, the gover¬ 
nor does not make it easier for juries to require sen¬ 
tences that otherwise would be considered appropri¬ 
ate.

Get to know the Ark 

Staff of the Ark of Refuge have been working to¬ 
gether for the past 15 years to address a wide range of 
social service needs for some of the most marginal¬ 
ized people in our midst. The Ark began its San Fran¬ 
cisco operations in 1991 in the Castro as an out¬ 
growth of the City of Refuge Community Church 
which was located at 14th and Belcher streets. Since 
that time, both the Ark and the church have had sig¬ 
nificant numbers of LGBTQQ staff, clients and con¬ 
gregants, many of whom live in and around the Cas¬ 
tro. So it is entirely appropriate that the Ark has re¬ 
sponded to requests from the city and the communi¬ 
ty to address the needs of homeless LGBTQQ young 
adults by providing the first ever emergency shelters 
for young adults in San Francisco for the last three 
years. 

The Ark has an unwavering commitment to meet¬ 
ing the needs of LGBTQQ young adults, and through 
our shelter programming the agency has earned their 
trust, as well as the confidence of other related service 
providers and the support of city departments, elect¬ 
ed officials, and many members of the community. 
The Ark shelters have dealt with the special challenges 
of this population through culturally competent 
staffing, sensitivity to the issues which these clients 
face, compassionate counseling, effective referrals to 
and outreach by other collaborating agencies, and de¬ 
manding requirements for the clients to use the shel¬ 
ter as an opportunity to access other supportive ser¬ 
vices to improve their lives as a condition for con¬ 
tracting for extended stays at the shelters. 

The results of the Ark’s interventions speak vol¬ 
umes. At last year’s 10-week EVRC shelter, 56 client 

contract goals were met resulting in 78 reported 
activities which helped participants break 
the cycle of homelessness and despair. For 
example, 16 clients started new jobs, 10 
clients transitioned into independent 
housing, and six clients addressed pri¬ 
mary medical needs. The figures repre¬ 
sent only the activities that were re¬ 
ported to staff, and many clients had 
multiple successes while staying at the 
shelter; for example, one client went 
through heroin detox, found a new roommate situa¬ 
tion, developed an independent business, and began 
speaking with his parents for the first time in seven 
years. Similarly, at this year’s Noe Valley shelter there 
already have been 45 completed contract goals with 
61 documented success stories, including four clients 
getting jobs, 10 clients seeking health and substance 
abuse support, and eight clients beginning volunteer 
service. 

The Ark designs all of its programs with respect 
for the security and comfort of its neighbors. For ex¬ 
ample, Restoration House, a dual diagnosis transi¬ 
tional facility for women in Diamond Heights, has 
been in operation for seven years without any neigh¬ 
bor complaints. Walker House, a licensed care facility 
in a dangerous area of East Oakland, has been so well 
received that crime and delinquency in that area ac¬ 
tually have decreased since the opening of the facility. 
The Ark currently manages three housing programs 
for people with AIDS, two case management services, 
an outreach program in the Tenderloin, a transgen¬ 
der psychosocial support group, pastoral support to 
incarcerated populations, a multi-arts youth center, 
as well as statewide and national AIDS education pro¬ 
grams to the black church and other faith communi¬ 
ties. All of these programs are funded by agencies that 
have community advisory boards and are subject to 
regular, rigorous performance reviews. Furthermore, 
the Ark participated in all public meetings prior to 
both last year’s EVRC and this year’s Noe Valley shel¬ 
ters. The Ark anticipated as many possible issues re¬ 
lating to these programs and has made itself available 
in person, by phone and e-mail to address any and 
every neighbor concern. 

The only complaints that the Ark received during 
the EVRC shelter were related to noise and loitering 
around MCC where the shelter meals were being pro¬ 
vided - the Ark acted immediately to correct these 
problems which resulted in no further complaints. 
There have been no incidents involving clients re¬ 
ported by neighbors to date at the Noe Valley shelter. 

The Ark does not question that the problems of 
homelessness, drug use, crime, and other forms delin¬ 
quency that have plagued the Castro for some time 
have increased over the last couple of years. There are 
many and complex factors that have contributed to 
this situation, but there has never been any docu¬ 
mentation that links these problems to the running 
of the EVRC shelter itself - and many individuals 
claimed to be actually responsible do not even fit the 
shelters’ demographics. 

The Ark believes that these myriad issues have to 
be dealt with through a concentrated, comprehensive 
plan that involves various city departments, neigh¬ 
bors, local business, and service providers alike. 

The 2500 Market Street facility can be part of the 
solution, and as a dedicated facility that will be open 
24 hours a day it will be able to deal with many of the 
inherent inadequacies of shelters such as EVRC and 
Noe Valley that have limited funding, resources, and 
next page ► 
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hours of operation. Whoever the service provider is 
for 2500 Market Street, the program can only succeed 
with the active support and good will of the commu¬ 
nity as a whole. The Ark is committed to participating 
in any way it can to help take care of our homeless 
LGBTQQ young adults while making the Castro a 
safer, cleaner, better neighborhood for all who call it 
home.

Ex preaches against ‘Bare2Breakers’ 

In its info for participants in Bay to Breakers'2000, 
the San Francisco Examiner states that “Naked run¬ 
ning is not permitted. The police department may ar¬ 
rest or cite violators of Park codes and City ordi¬ 
nances.” 

The writers cleverly pluralize “codes” and “ordi¬ 
nances” to maximize intimidation. But in fact, the city 
has only one such ordinance, in its Park Code, which 
could be enforced against nude (or top-free female) 
participants in B2B. That ordinance prohibits various 
activities, including nudity and top-freedom, in city 
parks, unless permission is given. So the ordinance 
could be enforced inside Golden Gate Park (miles 
four through seven of the route) - but it does not 
apply to city streets (miles one through three: 
Howard, 9th, Hayes, Divisadero, Fell). 

Police tolerated nudity all along the route in 1997, 
1998, and 1999. If they try to ban nudity in Golden 
Gate Park this year, they’ll get no sympathy from the 
vast majority of B2B participants and spectators. If 
they make false arrests on city streets, they’ll get no 
respect from judges. 

Why did the Examiner publish this prohibition? 
Just to wash their hands, for the legal record? Are cops 
bluffing, or are they really planning to stamp out a San 
Francisco tradition? We’ll find out on May 21. 

There will be at least two organized groups of nud¬ 
ists in B2B this year. The larger contingent of runners 
and walkers, including San Diego’s Camping Bares, 
sports its own Web site (www.pacificnet.net/wanr/ 
Bare2Breakers.html). A small political group, Senior 
Unlimited Nudes, will try to march nude or top-free, 
at least on city streets, bearing a rainbow flag.

Yet, is there not some undertone that tells young gays 
that in order to be accepted, you must act just like 
them? 

Let’s face it, this need to belong is pervasive in the 
internal workings of our own community. The terms, 
“Gay Clone” and “Chelsea Boy” conjure up distinct 
images of young attractive clean-cut men (and in the 
latter, those that are chemically enhanced - both phys¬ 
ically and mentally). 

Our community dubbed these labels. Our com¬ 
munity has put pressure on young gays to conform, 
preying on the unfulfilled need to belong. We have to 
challenge ourselves to teach the celebration of one’s 
individuality, not simply to provide desirable images 
to which one should stringently adhere. 

My partner and I, both attractive, clean-cut 30- 
something guppies moved to San Francisco recently. 
Coming from very conservative D.C., and before that 
somewhat puritanical Boston, we came to what we’ve 
affectionately named, “The Land of the Misfit Toys.” 
It was exactly its diversity we longed for. 

It’s sad that there seems only this place where our 
community has celebrated all of its many flavors. I 
would ask you to consider the need to make visible 
the fringe of our community. Not because they paint 
a more accurate portrait of gays. Not because we need 
to shock the heterosexual community. Drag queens, 
butch dykes, and leather daddies can reflect an image 
to young gays, that as they struggle to be comfortable 
in their own skin, it won’t matter if they decorate that 


skin with blush and lipstick, or cover it in rubber. It’s 
all good. And perfectly ordinary.

Don’t reject direct action 

This is in response to the April 20 letter from Ash¬ 
ley Sinclaire indicting the practices of the Lesbian 
Avengers. I did not attend their recent demonstration 
at the Jenny Craig diet clinic in San Francisco, but I 
support their cry for attention to the U.S. beauty stan¬ 
dard of emaciation, and its toll on women’s esteem 
and health, which the writer calls “a misogynistic at¬ 
tempt to ‘enlighten’ us about the ‘sins’ of body image 
and femininity.” 

Sinclaire also makes a ludicrous comparison: the 
Avengers’ good-natured action, eating cake in protest 
of the Jenny Craig center’s tactics, which include giv¬ 
ing their clients falsely understated ideal body weights, 
bears no resemblance to a fanatic anti-choice group 
attack on a health clinic. Those terrorists who have ef¬ 
fectively shut down access to abortion in most of the 
United States cannot be placed on the same level as 
some cake-eaters in front of a starvation diet center. 

Even more disturbing than this misguided com¬ 
parison is the writer’s complete rejection of direct ac¬ 
tion as a means. It’s classist and offensive that Sinclaire 
repeatedly refers to those ‘low-level’ employees and 
volunteers at protest sites as helpless victims of ha¬ 
rassment, rather than the very people whose labor is 
key to keeping institutions running. 

I would also like to point out that the clinics I de¬ 
fended in the 1990s were defended by lesbian, bi, and 
transwomen. At this low point in the history of 
women’s power to control the fate of their own bod¬ 
ies I can’t enjoy the Michigan Womyn’s Music Festival 
with those who do not welcome my transwomen 
friends, whose full-time commitment to living as and 
defending the rights of women inspires me every day. 
It’s ironic that the writer attacks the Avengers’ cam¬ 
paigns to promote transgender visibility and thereby 
safety, saying that they actually endanger 
transwomen, even calling us harassers of transwomen 
- and yet the writer supports the exclusion of the 
same women from the safe space of the MWMF. 

Regarding the reference to the trans voice against 
the trans-inclusion-promoting “Camp Trans” at the 
MWMF, please note that the TransSister magazine’s 
founder, editor, and publisher Davina Anne Gabriel, 
who doesn’t believe in the direct action tactics of 
Camp Trans, does believe in the inclusion of post-op 
transwomen at the festival, and also that the festival 
should make this an official, rather than a de facto 
policy. I ask the readers to consider: would there be 
even de facto admittance of any transwomen if there 
wasn’t a radical left pushing the festival to open its 
boundaries to all women? I do not hesitate to call this 
issue complex, but the standard separatist, reactionary 
response to transwomen must be met not by Gabriel’s 
passive acceptance but a strong resistance pulling the 
community towards full inclusion in order for the 
current minimal trans-acceptance and access to be 
maintained, if not broadened. We need more than idle 
negotiation, we also need publicity stunts which edu¬ 
cate and galvanize. 

The Avengers are an “Activism 101” for young les- 
bitrans women of all backgrounds who seek to edu¬ 
cate themselves and engage in defending and pro¬ 
moting the visibility of their community. My years 
spent as an Avenger taught me not only fire-eating, 
but diplomacy and respect in negotiating the ever¬ 
growing range of identities inside the non-heterosex¬ 
ual community. My years as a clinic defender taught 
me that nobody is my ally - not a feminist, not a les¬ 
bian - until s/he has demonstrated a commitment to 
health and freedom from violence for all. 

To the condemner of the Lesbian Avengers I give 
the charge: do something, do anything, but don’t just 
criticize direct action organizers and then give noth¬ 
ing back to the lesbitrans women’s community but 
lame apologies for starvation diet clinics.

Democrat strategist says that Clin¬ 
ton is so talented at politics, that 
whenever a handful of Democrats 
get together “the president becomes 
a full-time campaign manager at 
the meetings,” adding that Clinton’s 
well-honed skills could very well 
make the difference in Gore’s win¬ 
ning or losing in November. 

Two lesbians likely to soon be 
assemblymembers reportedly are 
already house-hunting in Sacra¬ 
mento and Los Angeles. Council- 
woman Jackie Goldberg (D) of 
East Los Angeles’ 45th District and 
San Diego Councilwoman Chris¬ 
tine Kehoe (D) of that city’s 76th 
District both are virtual shoo-ins to 
join San Francisco’s Carole 
Migden and Sheila Kuehl in Sacra¬ 
mento after the November election. 

And in the East Bay, even As¬ 
semblywoman Audie Bock’s sup¬ 
porters are reportedly privately 
saying they doubt she can hold the 
Assembly seat that she won in a 
special election last year as a Green 
Party member; she has since 
switched to the independent party 
in hopes of beating the favored 
Democratic nominee, Alameda 
County Supervisor Wilma Chan. 

You shouldn’t read to much 
into that highly-touted George W. 
Bush-John McCain “summit” 
meeting held Tuesday in Pitts¬ 
burgh. McCain insiders say that al¬ 
though his loyalists are emphasiz¬ 
ing the positive out of the GOP- 
forced meeting, many Republicans 
are convinced that if Bush loses 
this fall, McCain will definitely run 
in 2004, and some of McCain’s top 
people are openly hoping for this 
scenario. Indeed, despite this 
week’s very public “unity meeting” 
between the two - who clearly dis¬ 
like each other - some of Bush’s 
people fret that McCain’s ambi¬ 
tions, and those of his staff, are ac¬ 
tually an obstacle to a true recon-

Mom is 
sure to cherish long after this 
Mother’s Day.” 

My intention was not to follow 
the step-by-step instructions. 
Rather, I planned to send mom 
the article, folded neatly into a 
store-bought card, of course, 
along with some wisecrack about 
not taking Martha’s advice. In 
short, ; my plan was to make a joke 
at Martha’s expense. 

Well, it may be that the joke is 
on me. 

When I finally sat down to 
send Mom’s store-bought card, I 
had to excavate the article from a 
pile of bills. “Family recipes,” it 
claimed, “are much more than 
lists of ingredients - they’re pieces 
of history and true heirlooms.

Right, I thought to 
myself sarcastically, I’ll 
send Mom all my fa¬ 
vorite - laminated - 
recipes ... heirlooms 
that they are. Let’s see 
.“cereal with milk” I 
panned on a Post- 
It with the after¬ 
thought: “w/ sliced 
banana.” 

Then I cut the cooking in¬ 
structions from the side of a Pop- 
Tart box and color-coded it, as 
Martha advises, revealing it to be a 
Dinner Item. 

Since Martha suggests the in- 
' elusion of some kitchen anec¬ 
dotes, I stained a napkin and 
noted, “Here’s where I spilled soy 
sauce while trying to cook sushi.” 

I was on a roll. “If you have 
children of your own, use me¬ 
mentos of theirs to make a won¬ 
derful gift for grandmother.” That 
was all I needed to pick a remnant 
of fur-like cloth from the floor by 
my dog’s bed. The annotation: 
“from Hepburn’s chew toy, May 
2000 .” 

The parody had momentum. 
Though I did not use a “bone 
folder to make crisp creases” (by 
the way, who and why does one 
fold bones?), nor did I use acid- 
free paper, I did manage to assem¬ 
ble it all into something of a book. 
To bring closure on the project 
and get it in the mail in time for 
Mother’s Day, again I took 
Martha’s advice. She urged the use 
of photographs, “perhaps shots of 
several generations of the women 
in your family.” I found a black- 
and-white shot of me in my hip¬ 
piest of college days standing by a 



graffiti wall. I captioned it with the 
beginning of a Dorothy Sayers 
quotation. “Time and trouble will 
tame an advanced young woman,” 
it began. 

At the turn of the page I pasted 
in a drawing of an amazon taking 
a bull by the horns. “But an ad¬ 
vanced old woman,” the quote 
continued ... turn page again to 
find photographs of my mom and 
her mom ... “is uncontrollable by 
any earthly force.” 

The photographs reveal both 
my mother and my 
grandmother to be the 
hearty laughers and joy¬ 
ful spirits that they are. 

I once heard Gloria 
Steinem tell an inter¬ 
viewer that studies have 
shown men to grow 
more conservative as 
they age, and 
women more lib¬ 
eral. I don’t know 
if it’s true - be¬ 
cause my father has certainly kept 
apace with the antics and activism 
of my mother - but I know that, 
to borrow again from Steinem, 
both my mother and my grand¬ 
mother continue to astound me 
with their “outrageous acts and 
every day rebellions.” 

My mom was called a 
“women’s libber” in my home¬ 
town and occasionally wrote let¬ 
ters to the editor challenging the 
sexist assumptions of our town.

Oxandrin® oral tablets contain 2.5 mg of the anabolic 
steroid oxandrolone. Oxandrolone is 17j3-hydroxy-17a- 
methyl-2-oxa-5a-androstan-3-one with the following struc¬ 
tural formula: 



Inactive ingredients include cornstarch, lactose, magne¬ 
sium stearate, and hydroxypropyl methylcellulose. 

CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY 

Anabolic steroids are synthetic derivatives of testosterone. 
Certain clinical effects and adverse reactions demonstrate 
the androgenic properties of this class of drugs. Complete 
dissociation of anabolic and androgenic effects has not 
been achieved. The actions of anabolic steroids are there¬ 
fore similar to those of male sex hormones with the pos¬ 
sibility of causing serious disturbances of growth and 
sexual development if given to young children. Anabolic 
steroids suppress the gonadotropic functions of the pitu¬ 
itary and may exert a direct effect upon the testes. 

During exogenous administration of anabolic androgens, 
endogenous testosterone release is inhibited through inhi¬ 
bition of pituitary luteinizing hormone (LH). At large doses, 
spermatogenesis may be suppressed through feedback 
inhibition of pituitary follicle-stimulating hormone (FSH). 

Anabolic steroids have been reported to increase low- 
density lipoproteins and decrease high-density lipopro¬ 
teins. These levels revert to normal on discontinuation of 
treatment. 


INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

Oxandrin is indicated as adjunctive therapy to promote 
weight gain after weight loss following extensive surgery, 
chronic infections, or severe trauma, and in some patients 
who without definite pathophysiologic reasons fail to gain 
or to maintain normal weight, to offset the protein catab¬ 
olism associated with prolonged administration of corti¬ 
costeroids, and for the relief of the bone pain frequently 
accompanying osteoporosis (See DOSAGE AND ADMIN¬

PELIOSIS HEPATIS, A CONDITION IN WHICH LIVER

Cholestatic hepatitis and jaundice may occur with 17- 
alpha-alkylated androgens at a relatively low dose. If cho¬ 
lestatic hepatitis with jaundice appears or if liver function 
tests become abnormal, oxandrolone should be discontin¬ 
ued and the etiology should be determined. Drug-induced 
jaundice is reversible when the medication is discontinued. 

In patients with breast cancer, anabolic steroid therapy 
may cause hypercalcemia by stimulating osteolysis. Oxan¬ 
drolone therapy should be discontinued if hypercalcemia 
occurs. 

Edema with or without congestive heart failure may be 
a serious complication in patients with pre-existing 
cardiac, renal, or hepatic disease. Concomitant adminis¬ 
tration of adrenal cortical steroid or ACTH may increase 
the edema. 

In children, androgen therapy may accelerate bone mat¬ 
uration without producing compensatory gain in linear 
growth. This adverse effect results in compromised adult 
height. The younger the child, the greater the risk of com¬ 
promising final mature height. The effect on bone matu¬ 
ration should be monitored by assessing bone age of the 
left wrist and hand every 6 months (See PRECAUTIONS: 
Laboratory tests). 

Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic ste¬ 
roids may be at an increased risk for the development of 
prostatic hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 

ANABOLIC STEROIDS HAVE NOT BEEN SHOWN TO 
ENHANCE ATHLETIC ABILITY. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General: 

Women should be observed for signs of virilization (deep¬ 
ening of the voice, hirsutism, acne, clitoromegaly). Dis¬ 
continuation of drug therapy at the time of evidence of 
mild virilism is necessary to prevent irreversible viriliza¬ 
tion. Some virilizing changes in women are irreversible 
even after prompt discontinuance of therapy and are not 
prevented by concomitant use of estrogens. Menstrual 
irregularities may also occur. 

Anabolic steroids may cause suppression of clotting fac¬ 
tors II, V, VII, and X, and an increase in prothrombin time. 
Information for patients: 

The physician should instruct patients to report any of the 
following side effects of androgens: 

Males: Too frequent or persistent erections of the penis, 
appearance or aggravation of acne. 

Females: Hoarseness, acne, changes in menstrual peri¬ 
ods, or more facial hair. 

All patients: Nausea, vomiting, changes in skin color, or 
ankle swelling. 

Laboratory tests: 

Women with disseminated breast carcinoma should have 
frequent determination of urine and serum calcium levels 
during the course of therapy (See WARNINGS). 

Because of the hepatotoxicity associated with the use of 
17-alpha-alkylated androgens, liver function tests should 
be obtained periodically. 

Periodic (every 6 months) x-ray examinations of bone 
age should be made during treatment of children to deter¬ 
mine the rate of bone maturation and the effects of andro¬ 
gen therapy on the epiphyseal centers. 

Serum lipids and high-density lipoprotein cholesterol 
determinations should be done periodically as androgenic 
anabolic steroids have been reported to increase low- 
density lipoproteins. Serum cholesterol levels may 
increase during therapy. Therefore, caution is required 
when administering these agents to patients with a history 
of myocardial infarction or coronary artery disease. Serial 
determinations of serum cholesterol should be made and 
therapy adjusted accordingly. 

Hemoglobin and hematocrit should be checked periodi¬ 
cally for polycythemia in patients who are receiving high 
doses of anabolic steroids. 

Drug interactions 
Anticoagulants: 

Anabolic steroids may increase sensitivity to oral anti¬ 
coagulants. Dosage of the anticoagulant may have to be 
decreased in order to maintain desired prothrombin time. 
Patients receiving oral anticoagulant therapy require close 
monitoring, especially when anabolic steroids are started 
or stopped. 

Oral hypoglycemic agents: 

Oxandrolone may inhibit the metabolism of oral hypogly¬ 
cemic agents. 

Adrenal steroids or ACTH: 

In patients with edema, concomitant administration with 
adrenal cortical steroids or ACTH may increase the edema. 
Drug/Laboratory test interactions: 

Anabolic steroids may decrease levels of thyroxine¬ 
binding globulin, resulting in decreased total T 4 serum 
levels and increased resin uptake of T 3 and T 4 . Free 
thyroid hormone levels remain unchanged. In addition, a 
decrease in PBI and radioactive iodine uptake may occur. 
Carcinogenesis, mutagenesis, impairment of fertility 
Animal data: 

Oxandrolone has not been tested in laboratory animals for 
carcinogenic or mutagenic effects. In 2-year chronic oral rat 
studies, a dose-related reduction of spermatogenesis and 
decreased organ weights (testes, prostate, seminal vesi¬ 
cles, ovaries, uterus, adrenals, and pituitary) were shown. 
Human data: 

Liver cell tumors have been reported in patients receiving 
long-term therapy with androgenic anabolic steroids in 
high doses (See WARNINGS). Withdrawal of the drugs 
did not lead to regression of the tumors in all cases. 


Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic ste¬ 
roids may be at an increased risk for the development of 
prostatic hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 

Pregnancy: 

Teratogenic effects—Pregnancy Category X (See CONTRA¬ 
INDICATIONS). 

Nursing mothers: 

It is not known whether anabolic steroids are excreted in 
.human milk. Because of the potential of serious adverse 
reactions in nursing infants from oxandrolone, a decision 
should be made whether to discontinue nursing or to dis¬ 
continue the drug, taking into account the importance of 
the drug to the mother. 

Pediatric use: 

Anabolic agents may accelerate epiphyseal maturation 
more rapidly than linear growth in children and the effect 
may continue for 6 months after the drug has been 
stopped. Therefore, therapy should be monitored by x-ray 
studies at 6-month intervals in order to avoid the risk of 
compromising adult height. Androgenic anabolic steroid 
therapy should be used very cautiously in children and 
only by specialists who are aware of the effects on bone 
maturation (See WARNINGS). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The following adverse reactions have been associated with 
use of anabolic steroids: 

Hepatic: Cholestatic jaundice with, rarely, hepatic necrosis 
and death. Hepatocellular neoplasms and peliosis hepatis 
with long-term therapy (See WARNINGS). Reversible 
changes in liver function tests also occur including 
increased bromsulfophthalein (BSP) retention, and 
increases in serum bilirubin, aspartate aminotransferase 
(AST, SGOT) and alkaline phosphatase. 

In males : 

Prepubertal: Phallic enlargement and increased fre¬ 
quency or persistence of erections. 

Postpubertal: Inhibition of testicular function, testicular 
atrophy and oligospermia, impotence, chronic priapism, 
epididymitis, and bladder irritability. 

In females: 

Clitoral enlargement, menstrual irregularities. 

CNS: Habituation, excitation, insomnia, depression, and 
changes in libido. 

Hematologic: Bleeding in patients on concomitant anti¬ 
coagulant therapy. 

Breast: Gynecomastia. 

Larynx: Deepening of the voice in females. 

Hair: Hirsutism and male pattern baldness in females. 
Skin: Acne (especially in females and prepubertal males). 
Skeletal: Premature closure of epiphyses in children (See 
PRECAUTIONS: Pediatric use). 

Fluid and electrolytes: Edema, retention of serum elec¬ 
trolytes (sodium chloride, potassium, phosphate, calcium). 
Metabolic/Endocrine: Decreased glucose tolerance (See 
PRECAUTIONS: Laboratory tests), increased creatinine 
excretion, increased serum levels of creatinine phospho- 
kinase (CPK). Masculinization of the fetus. Inhibition of 
gonadotropin secretion. 

OVERDOSAGE 

No symptoms or signs associated with overdosage have 
been reported. It is possible that sodium and water reten¬ 
tion may occur. 

The oral LD 50 of oxandrolone in mice and dogs is greater 
than 5,000 mg/kg. No specific antidote is known, but 
gastric lavage may be used. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Therapy with anabolic steroids is adjunctive to and not a 
replacement for conventional therapy. The duration of 
therapy with Oxandrin (oxandrolone) will depend on the 
response of the patient and the possible appearance of 
adverse reactions. Therapy should be intermittent. 

Adults: The usual adult dosage of Oxandrin is one 2.5-mg 
tablet 2 to 4 times daily. However, the response of indi¬ 
viduals to anabolic steroids varies, and a daily dosage of 
as little as 2.5 mg or as much as 20 mg may be required 
to achieve the desired response. A course of therapy of 2 
to 4 weeks is usually adequate. This may be repeated 
intermittently as indicated. 

Children: For children the total daily dosage of Oxandrin 
is <0.1 mg per kilogram body weight or <0.045 mg per 
pound of body weight. This may be repeated intermittently 
as indicated.

May 15, 1886 (114 years ago 
this week): Poet Emily Dickinson 
dies at her family's home in 
Amherst, Massachusetts. 

ince the first publication of 
it| her poems four years after 
l§P her death, many literary, 
critics have painted Emily Dickin¬ 
son as a passionless, reclusive 
spinster who pined away for an 
unidentified man she re¬ 
ferred to in several verses 
as the “Master.” But in re¬ 
cent years, feminist schol¬ 
ars have suggested that 
Dickinson’s passionate friend¬ 
ship and creative collabora¬ 
tion with her sister- 
in-law, Susan Hunt¬ 
ington Gilbert, may 
have been the most 
significant relationship of her life. 

Dickinson and Gilbert were 
born within nine days of each 
other in December 1830. Dickin¬ 
son was from a prominent, old 
Massachusetts family. Her grand¬ 
father had been one of the 
founders of Amherst College, and

her father served for many years as 
the school’s treasurer, in addition 
to holding several posts in state 
and federal government. 

In 1847 or 1848, probably 
while attending Amherst Acade¬ 
my, Dickinson met Gilbert, whose 
father was an innkeeper in 
Amherst. Sharing a love of nature 
and literature, the two girls quick¬ 
ly became friends and began ex¬ 
changing letters. The first known 
letter from Dickinson to Gilbert 
dates from 1850 and shows an 
established intimacy be¬ 
tween the two: Dickinson 
writes of wanting to “steal a 
kiss” from “Susie.” 

Over the years, Dick¬ 
inson’s letters to Gilbert 
were filled with increasing¬ 
ly passionate and ho¬ 
moerotic phrases, 
even after Gilbert 
married Dickinson’s 
brother in 1856. Most critics have 
dismissed Dickinson’s language in 
these letters as just a reflection of 
custom in the mid-19th century, 
when female friends routinely ex¬ 
pressed their feelings for each 
other in ardent terms. 

Yet Dickinson’s references to 
Sue as an “absent Lover” whom 
she wants to hold and kiss, and to 
herself as “Susan’s Idolator [who] 
keeps a Shrine for Susan” suggest a 
deeper love. “Susan knows / she is 
a Siren,” Dickinson versified in 
one letter, “and that at a / word 
from her, / Emily would / forfeit 
Righteousness...” There haven’t 
been many good friends, past or 
present, who get “hot and fever¬ 
ish” (in Dickinson’s words) at the 
prospect of seeing each other 
again, or.who express desperate 
grief at being separated. “I miss 
you, mourn for you, and walk the 
Streets alone,” Dickinson wrote 
urgently during one of Gilbert’s

absences from Amherst. “Often at 
night, besides, I fall asleep in tears, 
for your dear face.” 

Aside from the romantic con¬ 
tent of the correspondence, the 
sheer volume of it hints at Gilbert’s 
importance in Dickinson’s life. 
During almost 40 years of friend¬ 
ship, 30 of which were spent as 
next-door neighbors, Dickinson 
sent Gilbert 267 letters and “letter- 
poems” (as Gilbert called them) - 
three times the number she gave to 
any other friend or acquaintance. 
The worn folds of the paper on 
which these poems were written 
suggest that Gilbert read them 
again and again. Though Dickin¬ 
son wrote to other correspondents 
on formal stationery, the notes and 
poems to Gilbert were often on 
scraps of paper that indicated a ca¬ 
sual intimacy. 

Besides being her muse, friend, 
and confidant, Gilbert also served 
as Dickinson’s primary reader. 
Dickinson gave Gilbert drafts of

poems for comments and sugges¬ 
tions, though she sent only fin¬ 
ished poems to others. Gilbert re¬ 
peatedly encouraged her friend to 
publish her poetry, but Dickinson 
was hesitant to do so. 

The support that Gilbert gave 
to Dickinson’s work stands in 
sharp contrast to the response her 
poems received from Thomas 


Wentworth Higginson, an emi¬ 
nent literary scholar whose name 
has been linked romantically with 
Dickinson’s. In 1862, after receiv¬ 
ing some of Dickinson’s work in a 
letter, Higginson dissuaded her 
from publishing what he called 
her “remarkable, yet odd” verses. 
“Thank you for your advice,” 
Dickinson wrote back, “I shall im¬ 
plicitly follow it.” 

Except for seven poems that 
friends submitted for publication, 
Dickinson’s work remained un¬ 


published in her lifetime. Instead 
of publishing, Dickinson pro¬ 
duced her own arrangements of 
verses, neatly stitched together 
into books, or fascicles. At the 
time of her death in 1886, Dickin¬ 
son had amassed 40 fascicles con¬ 
taining almost 1,800 poems. What 
critics have viewed as an unevent¬ 
ful and hermetic life appears in 
fact to have been packed with cre¬ 
ative production. 

Gilbert was the original choice 
of Dickinson’s sister, Lavinia, to 
edit a collection of the poet’s work 
after her death. But Lavinia be¬ 
came impatient with Gilbert’s me¬ 
thodical slowness and took the 
project away from her. The task of 
producing a first collection of 
Dickinson’s work fell instead to 
two unlikely people - Higginson, 
who had discouraged Dickinson 
from publishing in the first place, 
and Mabel Todd Loomis, the mis¬ 
tress of Gilbert’s husband, Austin 
Dickinson. One Dickinson schol¬ 
ar believes that it was Loomis 
who, out of jealousy for Gilbert, 
crossed out or erased Gilbert’s 
name from many of Dickinson’s 
poems and letters, thus obliterat¬ 
ing her importance. 

Though it may be anachronis¬ 
tic to call Dickinson a lesbian, the 
fact remains that Gilbert played a 
major role in her life and art - ar¬ 
guably a much larger role than any 
of Dickinson’s male friends and 
admirers. It was Gilbert who pre¬ 
pared Dickinson’s body for burial 
and who penned her friend’s obit¬ 
uary in the Springfield Republican. 
“To her life was rich,” Gilbert 
wrote, leaving a portrait of Dick¬ 
inson very different from the 
more common one passed down 
in literary history - that of a lone¬ 
ly, unfulfilled spinster. ▼

City to open queer 
housing facility in Castro

H t isn’t a shelter, it’s an adult res- 
I idential facility. But the dis- 
m tinction appears to be lost for 
stubborn opponents of one of San 
Francisco Supervisor Mark Leno’s 
pet projects for the homeless 
youth of the Castro. 

Despite intransigent opposition 
from some Castro area residents, 
the city Department of Public 
Health is reportedly poised to 
award a contract to the Ark of 
Refuge Inc. to administer a residen¬ 
tial facility for 16-20 young adults 
between the ages of 18 and 24 with 
a lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender, 
queer, or questioning orientation in 
the old City Athletic Club building 
at 2500 Market Street, at the nexus 
of 17th and Castro streets. 

Wednesday, May 10 was the 
deadline for applications for the 
DPH contract, and at press time, 
the nonprofit Ark of Refuge was 
the only applicant. The Ark of 
Refuge ran the temporary queer 
youth shelter at the Eureka Valley 
Recreation Center at Collingwood 
and 18th Street for a couple of 
months last year, and is currently 
running a smaller city-funded 
shelter at the Golden Gate Metro¬ 
politan Community Church in 
Noe Valley, picking up eight to 10 
youth at the EVRC by van each 
evening and dropping them off 
back at the EVRC in the morning. 

Some Castro residents recently 
sent out an anonymous flyer claim¬ 
ing that the neighborhood has de¬ 
teriorated over the last year, appar¬ 
ently laying the blame for “open 
drug and alcohol abuse and camp¬ 
ing, litter and human excrement in 
our doorways and parks” on the 
Ark of Refuge “which has not 


proven that they can break the cycle 
of homelessness and substance 
abuse in our neighborhood.” 

According to Marc Trotz, DPH 
director of housing development, 
however, the Ark of Refuge met 
the minimum qualifications set 
forth by DPH in a solicitation for 
proposals, and the group has 
made a presentation to the DPH 
as part of the bidding process. 

Leno and his staff have been 
working for several months to keep 
the project alive. The 4,000 square 
foot building bordering the small 
triangular patch of dirt and shrubs 
has been vacant for over a year, and 
its new owner, retired school¬ 
teacher Tor Hansen, has offered to 
lease the building to the city for 


Leno’s project. Although Hansen 
had initially presented his future 
home to the city for free, he then 
asked for $4 per square foot, and 
later retracted the offer altogether. 
Ultimately, he negotiated a com¬ 
promise with the city, and DPH, 
which will be overseeing the pro¬ 
ject, anticipates that the city will pay 
Hansen about $9,000 a month over 
the course of the two-year project. 

Despite Hansen’s mind-bog¬ 
gling indecision, for which he has 
since apologized, it has been the 
opposition from a group of neigh¬ 
bors of the facility that has appar¬ 
ently delayed the opening the most. 

Last summer, working with the 
city’s other two openly gay super¬

PROPECIA** is for use by MEN ONLY. 

Please read this leaflet before you start taking PROPECIA. Also, read the information included with PROPECIA each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PROPECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this results 
in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men in their 20s. 
Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this type of 
hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. 

All rpen, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied for 
an additional 12 months.

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually overtime. On average, healthy hair grows only about half an inch each month. 
Therefore, it will take time to see any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see a benefit from taking PROPECIA. 
PROPECIA can only work over the long term if you continue taking it. If the drug has not worked for you in twelve months, 
further treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely lose the hair you have gained 
within 12 months of stopping treatment You should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should I take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor's instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food. 

■ If you forget to take PROPECIA, do not take an extra tablet. Just take the next tablet as usual. 

PROPECIA will not work faster or better if you take it more than once a day. 


Who should NOT take PROPECIA? 

■ PROPECIA is for the treatment of male pattern hair loss in MEN ONLY and should not be taken by women or children. 

■ Anyone allergic to any of the ingredients. 

A warning about PROPECIA and pregnancy. 

■ Women who are or may potentially be pregnant: 

- must not use PROPECIA 

- should not handle crushed or broken tablets of PROPECIA. 

H a woman who is pregnant with a male baby absorbs the active ingredient in PROPECIA, either by swallowing or through 
the skin, it may cause abnormalities of a male baby’s sex organs. If a woman who is pregnant comes into contact with the 
active ingredient in PROPECIA a doctor should be consulted.

What are the possible side effects of PROPECIA? 

Like all prescription products, PROPECIA may cause side effects. In clinical studies, side effects from PROPECIA were 
uncommon and did not affect most men. A small number of men experienced certain sexual side effects. These men 
reported one or more of the following: less desire for sex; difficulty in achieving an erection; and, a decrease in the amount 
of semen. Each of these side effects occurred in less than 2% of men. These side effects went away in men who stopped 
taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking PROPECIA. 

In general use, the following have been reported infrequently: allergic reactions including rash, 

itching, hives and swelling of the lips and face; problems with ejaculation; breast tenderness and enlargement; and 

testicular pain. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual side effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affect a blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) for the screening of prostate cancer. If 
you have a PSA test done, you should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA. 

Storage and handling. 

Keep PROPECIA in the original container and keep the container closed. Store it in a dry place at room temperature. 

PROPECIA tablets are coated and will prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, 
provided that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

Do not give your PROPECIA tablets to anyone else. It has been prescribed only for you. Keep PROPECIA and all 
medications out of the reach of children.

workplace violence to end the de¬ 
bate.” 

Burk, Pasquarelli, Swindell, and 
Beljefountaine are among the 
seven ACT UP/San Francisco 
members who are co-trustees of 
the .GTT Trust. As reported in last 
week’s Bay Area Reporter, the 
group formed the trust in secret 
last November, and purchased the 
$760,000 Market Street building 
where they operate a medical mar¬ 
ijuana dispensary. The group is ap¬ 
parently using the profits to con¬ 
duct their international political 
propaganda campaign, spreading 
the notions that HIV does not 
cause AIDS, that HIV-positive peo¬ 
ple should not take medications 
for the disease, that people at risk 
for HIV infection should not take 
the HIV test, and that AIDS is over, 
among other discredited beliefs. 

These were the messages the 
ACT UP/San Francisco members 
sought to deliver at the protest of 
the April 17 Project Inform meet¬ 
ing attended by several dozen peo¬ 
ple with HIV and AIDS, who were 
attending to learn about advanced 
HIV treatment strategies, includ¬ 
ing the option of taking so-called 
“drug treatment holidays.” 

According to numerous wit¬ 
nesses, the ACT UP/San Francisco 
members pushed through the se¬ 
curity at the public meeting, 
shouting, spitting, and throwing 
hard pills into the faces of pan¬ 
elists, including Delaney. Project 
Inform staff member Judy Leahy’s 
knee was injured when she was 
pushed down while trying' to 
break up a scuffle between the 
sign-waving protesters and mem¬ 
bers of the audience. 

“They were screaming, ‘You 
faggots deserve to die!”’ said Hank 
Wilson of Survive AIDS, the treat¬ 
ment activist group that co-spon¬ 
sored the meeting. 

The ACT UP/San Francisco 
members fled the scene before po¬ 
lice arrived. 

Twenty-four people reportedly 
gave their names and phone num¬ 
bers so they could be contacted as 
potential witnesses to the incident. 

A police report has been filed 
relating to Leahy’s injury, though 
no assault charges have been filed, 
according to Lovell. 

Responding to a report on the 
incident in the April 20 B.A.R., 
Pasquarelli circulated an e-mail 
over the Internet claiming the 
newspaper had “concocted” the 
story “out of thin air.” 

“Publisher Bob Ross better 
watcn it or he’s going to get sued,” 
Pasquarelli wrote. ▼ 


MMOW board members and 
Millennium Productions, a for- 
profit company in charge of ven¬ 
dors that was supposed to have re¬ 
turned revenue to the march. 

The money in question is from 
the MMOW street fair, an event 
that charged $5 admission and gave 
attendees a wrist band once they 
paid.

Gay news outlets such as the 
Advocate reported that because 
Millennium Productions cannot 
pay MMOW what it owes, 
MMOW cannot not pay back the 
various community organizations 
owed money by the march. If this 
sounds too convenient in light of 
the march’s relatively poor atten¬ 
dance (and simultaneous boasting 
of “success”), combined with the 
board’s continued refusal to open

nant women, suggesting that the 
drug was too toxic and too ex¬ 
pensive. Research has conclusive¬ 
ly shown that the drug effectively 
reduces perinatal transmission of 
HIV from a mother to her infant. 
The decision is considered par¬ 
ticularly troubling in light of a re¬ 
cent report that the South 
African government inexplicably 
failed to spend $6.2 million of th’e 
$17 million the country budget¬ 
ed to fight AIDS in 1999. 

Many of the panelists hold 
that toxicities of HIV treatments 
developed in Western countries is 
what kills people, rather than the 
primary infection itself.

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with cardiac disorders because of occasional hypoten¬ 
sion. possible hypertension, syncope, or tachycardia (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY). 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with a history of substance abuse, including alcohol abuse 
or dependence, because they may be more prone to abuse Marinol as well. Multiple substance abuse is 
common and marijuana, which contains the same active compound, is a frequently abused substance. 

Marinol should be used with caution and careful psychiatric qjpnitoring in patients with mania, depression, 
or schizophrenia because Marinol may exacerbate these illnesses. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients receiving concomitant therapy with sedatives, hypnotics 
or other psychoactive drugs because of the potential for additive or synergistic CNS effects. 

Marinol should be used with caution in pregnant patients, nursing mothers, or pediatric patients because 
it has not been studied in these patient populations. 

Marinol should be used with caution for treatment of anorexia and weight loss in elderly patients with 
AIDS because they may be more sensitive to the psychoactive effects and because its use in these 
patients has not been studied. 

Information for Patients: Patients receiving treatment with Marinol (dronabinol) should be alerted to 
the potential for additive central nervous system depression if Marinol is used concomitantly with alcohol 
or other CNS depressants such as benzodiazepines and barbiturates. 

Patients receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machinery, 
or engage in any hazardous activity until it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to 
perform such tasks safely. 

Patients using Marinol should be advised of possible changes in mood and other adverse behavioral 
effects of the drug so as to avoid panic in the event of such manifestations. Patients should remain under 
the supervision of a responsible adult during initial use of Marinol and following dosage adjustments. 

Drug Interactions: In studies involving patients with AIDS and/or cancer, Marinol (dronabinol) has 
been co-administered with a variety of medications (e.g., cytotoxic agents, anti-infective agents, sedatives, 
or opioid analgesics) without resulting in any clinically significant drug/drug interactions. Although no 
drug/drug interactions were discovered during the clinical trials of Marinol, cannabinoids may interact 
with other medications through both metabolic and pharmacodynamic mechanisms. Dronabinol is 
highly protein bound to plasma proteins, and therefore, might displace other protein-bound drugs. 
Although this displacement has not been confirmed m vivo, practitioners should monitor patients for a 
change in dosage requirements when administering dronabinol to patients receiving other highly protein- 
bound drugs. Published reports of drug/drug interactions involving cannabinoids are summarized in the 
following table.

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity studies have not been performed 
with dronabinol. Mutagenicity testing of dronabinol was negative in an Ames test. In a long-term study 
(77 days) in rats, oral administration of dronabinol at doses of 30 to 150 mg/nf, equivalent to 0.3 to 
1.5 times maximum recommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/m7day in cancer patients or 2 to 10 
times MRHD of 15 mg/m7day in AIDS patients, reduced ventral prostate, seminal vesicle and epididymal 
weights and caused a decrease in seminal fluid volume. Decreases in spermatogenesis, number of devel¬ 
oping germ cells, and number of Leydig cells in the testis were also observed. However, sperm count, 
mating success and testosterone levels were not affected.Jhe significance of these animal findings in 
humans is not known. , , - . 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. Reproduction studies wAh dronabinol have been performed in 
mice at 15 to 450 mg/nY, equivalent to 0.2 to 5 times maximum recommended human dose (MRHD) 
of 90 mg/m7day in cancer patients or Tto 30 times MRHD of 15 ffttj/nf/day in AIDS patients, and in 
rats at 74 to 295 mg/m ! (equivalent to 0.8 to 3 times MRHD of 90 mg/m* in cancer patients or 5 to 20 
times MRHD of 15 mg/m7day in AIDS patients). These studies have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity 
due to dronabinol. At these dosages in mice and Tats, dronabinol decreased maternal weight gain and 
number of viable pups and increased fetal mortality and early resorptions. Such effects were dose 
dependent and less apparent at lower doses which produced less maternal toxicity. There are no-adequate 


and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Dronabinol should be used only if the potential benefit 
justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

Nursing Mothers: Use of Marinol is not recommended in nursing mothers since, in addition to the 
secretion of HIV virus in breast milk, dronabinol is concentrated in and secreted in human breast milk 
and is absorbed by the nursing baby. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adverse experiences information summarized in the tables below was derived from well-controlled 
clinical trials conducted in the US and US territories involving 474 patients exposed to Marinol (dronabinol). 
Studies of AIDS-related weight loss included 157 patients receiving dronabinol at a dose of 2.5 mg twice 
daily and 67 receiving placebo. Studies of different durations were combined by considering the first 
occurrence of events during the first 28 days. Studies of nausea and vomiting related to cancer chemo¬ 
therapy included 317 patients receiving dronabinol and 68 receiving placebo. 

A cannabinoid dose-related “high” (easy laughing, elation and heightened awareness) has been 
reported by patients receiving Marinol in both the antiemetic (24%) and the lower dose appetite stimulant 
clinical trials (8%) (see CLINICAL TRIALS). 

The most frequently reported adverse experiences in patients with AIDS during placebo-controlled 
clinical trials involved the CNS and were reported by 33% of patients receiving Marinol. About 25% of 
patients reported a minor CNS adverse event during the first 2 weeks and about 4% reported such an 
event each week for the next 6 weeks thereafter.

CAUSAL RELATIONSHIP UNKNOWN: Incidence less than 1%. 

The clinical significance of the association of these events with Marinol treatment is unknown, but they 
are reported as alerting information for the clinician. 

Body as a whole Chills, headache, malaise. 

Digestive Anorexia, hepatic enzyme elevation. 

Respiratory. Cough, rhinitis, sinusitis. 

Skin and Appendages Sweating. 

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is one of the psychoactive compounds present in cannabis, and is abusable and 
controlled [Schedule III (CHI)] under the Controlled Substances Act. Both psychological and physiological 
dependence have been noted in healthy individuals receiving dronabinol, but addiction is uncommon 
and has only been seen after prolonged high dose administration. 

Chronic abuse of cannabis has been associated with decrements in motivation, cognition, judgement, 
and perception. The etiology of these impairments is unknown, but may be associated with the complex 
process of addiction rather than an isolated effect of the drug. No such decrements in psychological, 
social or neurological status have been associated with the administration of Marinol for therapeutic 
purposes. 

In an open-label study in patients with AIDS who received Marinol for up to five months, no abuse, 
diversion or systematic change in personality or social functioning were observed despite the inclusion 
of a substantial number of patients with a past history of drug abuse. 

An abstinence syndrome has been reported after the abrupt discontinuation of dronabinol in volunteers 
receiving dosages of 210 mg/day for 12 to 16 consecutive days. Within 12 hours after discontinuation, 
these volunteers manifested symptoms such as irritability, insomnia, and restlessness. By approxi¬ 
mately 24 hours post-dronabinol discontinuation, withdrawal symptoms intensified to include "hot 
flashes”, sweating, rhinorrhea, loose stools, hiccoughs and anorexia. 

These withdrawal symptoms gradually dissipated over the next 48 hours. Electroencephalograph^ 
changes consistent with the effects of drug withdrawal (hyperexcitation) were recorded in patients after 
abrupt dechallenge. Patients also complained of disturbed sleep for several weeks after discontinuing 
therapy with high dosages of dronabinol. 

0VERD0SAGE 

Signs and symptoms following MILD Marinol (dronabinol) intoxication include drowsiness, euphoria, 
heightened sensory awareness, altered time perception, reddened conjunctiva, dry mouth and tachycardia; 
following MODERATE intoxication include memory impairment, depersonalization, mood alteration, urinary 
retention, and reduced bowel motility; and following SEVERE intoxication include decreased motor 
coordination, lethargy, slurred speech, and postural hypotension. Apprehensive patients may experience 
panic reactions and seizures may occur in patients with existing seizure disorders. 

The estimated lethal human dose of intravenous dronabinol is 30 mg/kg (2100 mg/70kg). Significant 
CNS symptoms in antiemetic studies followed oral doses of 0.4 mg/kg (28 mg/70 kg) of Marinol. 

Management: A potentially serious oral ingestion, if recent, should be managed with gut decontamination. 
In unconscious patients with a secure airway, instill activated charcoal (30 to 100 g in adults, 1 to 2 g/kg 
in infants) via a nasogastric tube. A saline cathartic or sorbitol may be added to the first dose of activated 
charcoal. Patients experiencing depressive, hallucinatory or psychotic reactions should be placed in a 
quiet area and offered reassurance. Benzodiazepines (5 to 10 mg diazepam po) may be used for treatment 
of extreme agitation. Hypotension usually responds to Trendelenburg position and IV fluids. Pressors 
are rarely required.

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worker’s strike. Some fear that 
the HIV controversy will over¬ 
shadow these concerns during 
the talks. 

At the Pretoria meeting, how¬ 
ever, Mbeki appeared to back 
down from previous assertions 
that the cause of AIDS is in ques¬ 
tion. According to the New York 
Times , the president said that he 
accepted the widely-held scientif¬ 
ic consensus that HIV causes 
AIDS, but had become troubled 
by the fact that the epidemic in 
his country is of a different sub- 
type than that found in the 
Americas, Europe, Australia, 
Japan, and the Caribbean, where 
HIV-1 Subtype B is most com¬ 
mon and is transmitted primari¬ 
ly through homosexual contact 
and injection drug use. 

In South Africa and India, 
HIV-1 Subtype C is most preva¬ 
lent, and appears to be more in¬ 
fectious and with a greater 
propensity for heterosexual 
transmission. 

“We were looking for an an¬ 
swer because all of the informa¬ 
tion that has been communicat¬ 
ed says in reality that we are faced 
with a catastrophe,” Mbeki was 
quoted by the Reuters news ser¬ 
vice. “And you can’t respond to a 
catastrophe by saying, T will 
merely do what is routine.’”

In Sacramento, a bill by Assem¬ 
blywoman Carole Migden that 
would prohibit lawyers from re¬ 
moving prospective jurors because 
of their sexual orientation was ap¬ 
proved by the Assembly last week. 
“This bill will assure that all peo¬ 
ple have the opportunity to serve 
without prejudice on a jury in Cal¬ 
ifornia,” Migden said. Migden’s bill 
would put into state law an appeals 
court ruling issued earlier this 
year. The state’s 4th District Court 
of Appeal, in Santa Ana, issued the 
ruling in January and said it was 
the first appeals court in the nation 
to address the issue. 

Homophobia has it’s heroes, I 
guess. California’s Antelope Valley 
School District voted last month to 
name the district’s next high school 
in honor of state Senator Pete 
Knight , the anti-gay legislator who 
successfully championed the March 
7 initiative to ban recognition of 
same-sex marriage in the state. 

Los Angeles started its “100- 
day countdown” until the August 
Democratic National Convention 
in that city by featuring Mayor 
Richard Riordan, a Republican, 
kissing a (Democratic) donkey at 
the L.A. Zoo. Los Angeles insiders, 
incidentally, say that Republican 
Riordan will endorse Democrat 
U.S. Senator Dianne Feinstein 
for re-election this year. 

Meanwhile, the national De¬ 
mocrats, apparently trying to look 
like their Republican counter¬ 
parts, and setting a new gold stan¬ 
dard for political giving, are ask¬ 
ing their biggest donors to come 
up with half a million each (that’s 
right, $500,000 a ticket) for their 
Washington, D.C., May 24 gala 
that will feature chit-chat with 
President Clinton and Vice Presi¬ 
dent Gore, other political celebs, 
and entertainment by San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Robin Williams and 
singers Lenny Kravitz and Ste¬ 
vie Wonder (George W. and his 
Republican backers picked up a 
record $21.5 million in a similar 


event last month). 

Possible good news for Califor¬ 
nia taxpayers: the 1979 Gann ini¬ 
tiative, which required the state to 
return excess tax revenue to tax¬ 
payers, may force Governor Gray 
Davis and the Legislature to re¬ 
turn more than $1 billion to state 
taxpayers this year, according to 
state analysts. 

And finally, on a personal note 
to the overbearing Giants’ fan who 
wrote me predicting that the local 
Boys of Summer would win the 
World Series this year. Ha! Don’t 
you know that a major league club 
has not won a World Series in its 
new ballpark since the New York 
Yankees did it way back in 1923?

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Immune-based therapies 

Sorting out the hope from the hype

T wo years ago, the big news 
out of the biennial interna¬ 
tional AIDS conference in Geneva 
was that antiretrovirals, while 
having an enormous impact on 
extending life and decreasing 
morbidity (sickness), would un¬ 
likely ever eradicate HIV and 
moreover, were themselves prob¬ 
lematic in terms of side effects. 

At the same time, there was a 
perceptible shift in attention from 
the virology (replication and in¬ 
hibition of viral replication) to 
immunology (looking to the in¬ 
fected person’s immune system to 
have a role). One of the splashier 
stories out of Geneva was the lab¬ 
oratory results Dr. Fred Valentine, 
from NYU/Bellevue, showed for a 
relatively small number of people 
who had received a therapeutic 
vaccine. 

The inability to ascertain 
whether immune-based therapies 
are actually beneficial is a 
quandary that continues to baffle 
the HIV-positive community. 
Some possess an almost religious¬ 
like fervor of belief in their effica¬ 
cy, while others outright reject 
any claim of benefit. Most people, 
though, are somewhere in the 
middle, hopeful yet wary of the 
hype, and are unclear as to what 
to believe. At the same time, in¬ 
dustry seems unsure how to pro¬ 
ceed, and in some instances have 
directly sought community advo¬ 
cates to be their champion. 

The Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration has recognized this dilem¬ 
ma and is planning on devoting a 
two-day meeting to address the 
problem this summer, and will 
hopefully provide guidance to in¬ 
dustry as well as listen to input 
from the community. 

A central problem in evaluating 
immune-based therapies is trying 
to determine relevant surrogate 
markers. Dr. Donna Mildvan, the 
chief of infectious diseases at Beth 
Israel Hospital in New York City, 
said, “A surrogate marker is in the 
eye of the beholder. We define it as 
a biological marker that can be 
shown through a rigorous valida¬ 
tion process to substitute for a 
clinical event.” 

Mildvan continued, “In the 
more recent era of achieving ef¬ 
fective viral control in HIV/AIDS, 
we as researchers recognize we 
must move more proximal to lab¬ 


oratory markers, and that in 
order to advance ideas requires 
debate around the validity of any 
given marker. The proportion of 
treatment effect explained by 
CD4 count or viral load alone 
does not fully cover the benefit 
seen with antiretroviral therapy. A 
composite marker of the two 
comes close to this goal.” 

Some in the community have 
been frustrated trying to gauge 
whether using Interleukin 2 
(IL-2), a cytokine 
(chemical messen¬ 
ger) central to ( 
many processes in 
the immune system 
including mitogenic 
(causing cell division) 
for CD4 (T-helper) cells 
would be wise. 

Clearly, substan¬ 
tial increases of 
GD4 cells can be 
seen, and, so the argument goes, 
since their (CD4) declining num¬ 
bers portend immune decline, 
how can this not be good? 

One answer is that not all 
CD4s are created equal, that is, a 
given CD4 cell and all its progeny 
are specific for (can only recog¬ 
nize) a particular antigenic se¬ 
quence. In other words, each cell 
will only react to a specific piece 
of digested pathogen (virus’ or 


bacteria’s nine to 11 amino acid 
piece) shown to it by an antigen 
presenting cell. Therefore, the 
range of pathogens would not be 
expected to increase solely by pro¬ 
liferation. At the same time, it 
may be that IL-2 induces more 
stem cells to go through develop¬ 
ment and become effective in a 
person’s immune system. 

Mildvan continued, “An anal¬ 
ogous situation occurred while 
studying interferon gamma for 
chronic granuloma disease 
(CGD). People who have CGD 
have white blood cells that are in¬ 
capable of providing oxidative 
stress sufficient to fight infection. 
The method by which interferon 
gamma was thought to have ther¬ 


apeutic effect did not, in fact, bear 
out in clinical trials. Nevertheless, 
the drug in terms of clinical ben¬ 
efit, had an enormous impact that 
you’d have missed, were it not 
being looked for.” 

A large international trial, ES- 
PIRIT, recently was awarded $43 
million by the National Institutes 
of Health, to answer the question 
of whether IL-2 provides clinical 
benefit. It is not expected, howev¬ 
er, that the answer will become 
known for several years. 

There are two interre¬ 
lated areas of immune 
deficiency in HIV dis¬ 
ease that need to be ad¬ 
dressed - general im¬ 
mune competency for 
everyday pathogens 
(CMV, PCP, etc.) 
and HIV-specific 
immunity. 

The premise 
of a therapeutic vaccine is that 
under the cover of viral control 
provided by combination thera¬ 
py, HIV-specific immunity could 
be enhanced - that is, the number 
of cells committed to fighting the 
sequence of the ingested vaccine 
would be expanded to sufficient 
numbers to better control the 
virus. Mildvan explained, “I be¬ 
lieve we could extrapolate existing 
short term safety data and with¬ 


draw therapy [go off medicine] 
under close supervision as an 
endpoint in a clinical trial. This 
way, we could test a therapeutic 
vaccine by withdrawing antiretro¬ 
virals and see whether the host [a 
person with HIV] has gained im¬ 
proved control of virus replica¬ 
tion.” In other words, validate 
clinically the lymphocyte prolifer¬ 
ation assays (LPA) that caused so 
much stir at Geneva. 

Mildvan clarified, “This is a 
distinct concept from a struc¬ 
tured treatment interruption as 
an intervention, even though 
some STI trials are using the end¬ 
point concept as well.” [See Act 
Up/Golden Gate Writers Pool arti¬ 
cle “STI - a drug holiday by any 
other name?”] 

There has been a fair amount 
of controversy over a Remune 
trial in Thailand where a statisti¬ 
cally insignificant difference in 
CD4 count was shown among 
those who received Remune with 
no other anti-HIV medicine ver¬ 
sus those who received no therapy 
at all. The manufacturer of Re¬ 
mune (Immune Response Corpo¬ 
ration funded to a large degree by 
Aguoron Pharmaceuticals) is 
claiming evidence of benefit while 
the results do not support such a 
claim. It is this kind of manipula¬ 
tion of data that has confused so 
many in the community, leaving 
us unsure what to believe. 

We hope that the FDA hearing 
this summer wifi bring us closer 
to developing consensus on the 
interpretability of results from 
trials of immune-based therapies 
or at least will provide the ground 
rules for designing trials to evalu¬ 
ate them. T

Information for Patients About VIRACEPT® (Vl-ra-cept) 
Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please read this leaflet each time 
you renew the prescription, just in case anything has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement 
for a careful discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease; 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 


WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute® Cardioquin® Quinidex® and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. - 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, dal) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about • 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 
t 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 
medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 
you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 


How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 


HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss ail questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VIRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

Porn star Jon Vincent dies of heroin OD

Jpf| ay porn star Jon Vincent was 
| found dead at a friend’s New 
... York City apartment last 
Thursday, May 4, apparently the 
victim of a heroin overdose. He 
was 37. 

Mr. Vincent was born Jeffrey 
James Vickers on December 17, 
1962, in New Orleans, Louisiana. 
He grew up in Baton Rouge, 
where he discovered his athletic 
talent, especially for baseball. At 
20, an interview with the Kansas 
City Royals seemed like his chance 
for a professional athletic career, 
but his penchant for partying 
undid him at the tryouts. He 
never played baseball again. In¬ 
stead, he drifted to Houston, 
where he discovered his lifelong 
athletic passion, bodybuilding. 
Two years later, he moved to Cali¬ 
fornia. 

In Los Angeles, escort work led 
to the adult film career that would

make Mr. Vincent famous. After 
brief appearances in The Switch is 
On, a bisexual feature starring Jeff 
Stryker, and Down for the Count, 
Mr. Vincent starred in Hedvenly. 
The film showcased for the first 
time the talent that became the 
Jon Vincent trademark. The self- 
described “inventor of verbal 


porn,” he was a “dirty talk artist” 
extraordinaire. Mr. Vincent’s non¬ 
stop verbal pyrotechnics made his 
sex scenes more than merely erot¬ 
ic; they were riveting. Although he 
made fewer than 35 features, sub¬ 
sequent films like Ride the Swell, 
Rassle, and Hard Knocks (with 
Joey Stefano) established Mr. Vin¬ 
cent as a gay porn icon. 

Ironically, friends said that Mr. 
Vincent had a love-hate relation¬ 
ship with the porn industry and 
with his own notoriety. This am¬ 
bivalence exacerbated the appar¬ 
ent alcohol and drug problems 
which had plagued Mr. Vincent 
since his teenage years. For the 
past five years, Mr. Vincent had 
struggled valiantly against heroin 
addiction, but lost that battle. 

There was a memorial service 
last Friday, May 5, in New York 
City. On Tuesday, May 9, there was 
a second memorial service in 
Baton Rouge. Mr. Vincent was 
buried in Baton Rouge in the fam¬ 
ily mausoleum. ▼

So, while it’s true that my little 
keepsake Mother’s Day card might 
not be exactly what Martha Stew¬ 
art had in mind, it fully celebrates 
what I most cherish in my moth¬ 
er and my grandmother: their 
whimsical mischievous ways, their 
willingness to be themselves, their 
generosity of spirit, and their 
openness toward others, particu¬ 
larly their openness to my life 
choices. 

I never thought much about 


where my mother learned all that 
openness. I used to believe it was 
because I had raised her right.

There were, of course, criti¬ 
cisms of the ordinance, most of 
which came in the form of juve¬ 
nile satire and can be safely dis¬ 
missed as the usual conservative 
ignorance that rears its head 
whenever any change to the status 
quo is proposed. 

Additionally, lawyers from the 
city attorney’s office warned the 
supervisors that the new law may 


be illegal, as the Fair Employment 
and Housing Act may limit the 
city’s ability to add categories of il¬ 
legal discrimination. 

“Yeah, they said that about sex¬ 
ual orientation and domestic 
partnership, too,” countered Am- 
miano. “If we’re challenged, we 
can fight back. But we have to 
forge ahead, otherwise we’ll never 
get anywhere.” 

Overweight women make on 
average $7,000 less per year than 
their skinny female peers, accord¬ 
ing to fat activists at the city hear¬ 


ings. But discrimination doesn’t 
stop with the large. People who 
are very skinny have been per¬ 
ceived to be sick and subsequent¬ 
ly not hired or promoted. People 
with genetic height impediments 
- known offensively as “dwarfs” 
but self-identified as “little peo¬ 
ple” - still suffer discrimination 
not necessarily covered by the 
ADA. 

“This ordinance is meant to 
protect all people from discrimi¬ 
nation on the basis of appear¬ 
ance,” said Ammiano. T

That’s when the court and the 
Sonoma County District Attor¬ 
ney’s office made, what District 
Attorney Mike Mullins later de¬ 
scribed as, a “mistake.” 

With Bortolussi’s attorney, 
Jamie Thistlethwaite, pleading 
that her client was “an AIDS pa¬ 
tient who needed to be treated at 
Russian River Health Center,” the 
deputy district attorney represent¬ 
ing the prosecution did not make 
a strong case for keeping the stab¬ 
bing suspect in jail, Mullins said. 

So the judge released Bortolus- 
si on his own recognizance. 

When the Russian River gay 
community learned that Borto- 
lussi was again on the loose, they 
deluged Mullins’s office with calls 
until the D.A. issued another war¬ 
rant for the suspect’s arrest. Bor- 
tolussi turned himself in for a sec¬ 
ond time last Friday, May 5, and is 
now being held without bail. 

Ryder said he was angry and 


frightened when Bortolussi was 
initially released, but he is satisfied 
with the current result. 

“I wasn’t well represented by 
the D.A.,” Ryder said. “But after he 
admitted his mistake he did a 
complete reversal and pulled out 
all the stops [to put Bortolussi in 
jail]. “I wasn’t happy at the begin¬ 
ning, but now the D.A. has come 
to my defense.” 

Larry Boeger, co-owner of the 
Russian River Eagle and a friend 
of Ryder’s was less charitable. 

“He (Bortolussi) walked into 
court and walked out 30 minutes 
later like he had a traffic ticket,” 
Boeger protested. 

Boeger said he and eight other 
friends had “held vigil” at Ryder’s 
bedside while he was in the hospi¬ 
tal and Bortolussi was at large, be¬ 
cause there was no security to pro¬ 
tect Ryder in case Bortolussi re¬ 
turned. 

Ryder, and his friends say they 
are also upset with some “promi¬ 
nent” members of the Sari Fran¬ 
cisco gay community who they 
claim sheltered Bortolussi after he 


fled the night of the stabbing, and 
between his two appearances in 
court. 

Bortolussi is a well-known fig¬ 
ure in the gay leather scene, both 
on the river and in San Francisco. 
According to Bay Area Reporter 
columnist Mister Marcus, Borto¬ 
lussi was a finalist in the Mr. Russ¬ 
ian River Leather contest, and was 
scheduled to represent the Russ¬ 
ian River at International Mr. 
Leather contest in Chicago later 
this month. 

But Ryder and Boeger say Bor¬ 
tolussi also was an unstable char¬ 
acter who had Ryder caught up in 
the “typical battered wife syn¬ 
drome.” They described Bortolus¬ 
si as a “master manipulator” who 
threw Ryder out of their 
Guerneville heme after the couple 
broke up, then began to allegedly 
stalk Ryder, alternately threaten¬ 
ing him and showering him with 
gifts and promises. 

“Phil has a way with words. He 
has a way of turning things 
around and making me feel guilty. 
He did it very well,” Ryder said. ▼

visors, Leslie Katz and board pres¬ 
ident Tom Ammiano, Leno se¬ 
cured $250,000 in city funds to be 
directed to a “queer youth shelter,” 
and Leno and Katz announced 
their proposal to use the money 
for the 2500 Market building, 
which would be converted to an 
emergency drop-in shelter. The 
proposal, however, went over like 
a lead balloon, as neighbors of the 
proposed facility jammed a series 
of community meetings and com¬ 
plained vociferously about 
“process” issues, charging that the 
supervisors were merely giving lip 
service to inviting neighborhood 
input, and that the plan for a 
drop-in shelter at the site was in 
fact a “fait accompli.” 

The specter of the two-month 
EVRC shelter, which had closed in 
the spring of 1999, hung over the 
proceedings, and angry neighbors 
expressed concerns about the new 
project serving as a “magnet” for 
trash, vagrancy, drugs, and crime. 

Not all area residents were op¬ 
posed to the idea, however, and 
many neighborhood and home¬ 
less activists came to the meetings 
to speak passionately in favor of 
the shelter idea. 

A 21-member Community Ad¬ 
visory Committee was formed, 
with three seven-member commit¬ 
tees opposed, in favor, or neutral, 
respectively, about Leno’s proposal. 

The CAC members worked 


diligently for months to craft a 
working model of a project for the 
site they could support, which in¬ 
cluded a careful referral and 
screening process for clients, a con¬ 
tractual arrangement involving a 
minimum stay for the youth, and a 
full range of services, and formally 
presented Leno with a “counter 
proposal” over 100 pages long late 
last November. Many of the ideas 
were retained in the DPH solicita¬ 
tion for proposals. Unfortunately, 
no sooner had the ink dried on the 
carefully crafted proposal for a 
down-scaled “adult residential fa¬ 
cility” than Hansen withdrew his 
offer to lease the building. 

The project appeared dead. Yet 
Leno persevered, and Hansen even¬ 
tually explained it was all a big mis¬ 
understanding, and came to a CAC 
meeting in January to apologize 
profusely for the mix-up, saying he 
had been out of the country and 
hadn’t realized the depth of com¬ 
munity concern on the issue. Nev¬ 
ertheless, the CAC, in a 14-7 vote, 
rescinded their approval of the pro¬ 
ject altogether, saying that unless 
the city awarded a hewly formed 
community oversight board the au¬ 
thority to shut the project down, 
they could no longer support it. 

“The Health Commission has 
the ultimate control over whether 
the contract is terminated,” com¬ 
mented Trotz. “Obviously, the staff 
of DPH would not want to continue 
a program that was not working.” 

Meanwhile, the MCC shelter 
project on Church Street moved 
forward, making several conces¬ 


sions to overcome its own opposi¬ 
tion from Noe Valley neighbors, 
and winning a small city contract 
for the Ark of Refuge to open a 10- 
person shelter for queer youth from 
the Castro. According to Leno, who 
has visited the shelter frequently, 
due to the “rigidity of the pro¬ 
gram,” it has been a success, and has 
had no detriment on either the 
Castro or Noe Valley neighbors. 

Despite continuing opposition 
from members of the CAC, some of 
whom wrote an op-ed published in 
the May 4 B.A.R. again tying the 
Ark of Refuge to everything from 
“human excrement in doorways” to 
“needles littering the sidewalk” near 
the EVRC - problems that Leno 
called “serious and real” - the su¬ 
pervisor said that it was oversimpli¬ 
fication to blame the Ark of Refuge 
for all the problems of the Castro. 

“The Ark of Refuge knows 
what they’re doing,” said Leno, 
adding that he will hold a com¬ 
munity meeting later this month 
to discuss the problems facing the 
Castro neighborhood. 

“A little goes a long way in 
terms of people who have been so 
poorly treated by their communi¬ 
ty and families,” Leno said, adding 
that of the core group of young 
people who have stayed at the 
MCC/Ark of Refuge shelter, which 
will close in a month, three have 
found jobs, and several have 
found more permanent housing. 

“We really have an opportuni¬ 
ty to improve young lives,” said 
Leno, “and from my point of view, 
that’s a worthy investment.” T

Harvey Milk returns 


II jt M it playwright Margaret 
IIJfI',; Edson fought to keep her 
< play out of large theaters 
before succumbing to the pleas of 
producers who wanted to take it 
on tour. But, she said, her opposi¬ 
tion melted when she saw Judith 
Light in her play at the Kennedy 
Center. 

Having seen original star Kath¬ 
leen Chalfant’s wonderfully steely 
and subtle performance at an inti¬ 
mate off-Broadway theater and 
now Light’s performance at the 
Broadway-sized Curran, it’s easy 
to understand what Edson is talk¬ 
ing about. Light takes the role of 
an emotionally cloistered college 
professor and manages to project 
this woman into the large theater 
without ever losing sight of who 
the character is. 

True, a play like Wit is bound 
to have more potency in an inti¬ 
mate setting, but the touring pro¬ 
duction now in San Francisco 
manages to connect with all the 
essences of Edson’s play. It is a lu¬ 
minous work about a specific 
woman in a specific situation that 
should find a variety of reso¬ 
nances with just about anybody 
who has ever drawn breath.

Light plays Vivian Bearing, an 
expert in the arcana of John 
Donne’s poetry, which she teaches 
as if she were a drill sergeant. 
When she is diagnosed with ovar¬ 
ian cancer, she enters the hospital 
with the same hauteur that has 
kept a generation of students 
shaking. But she’s no match for 
hospital bureaucracy and medical 
arrogance. 

As her steely resolve turns into 
a need for approval, and as the 
treatment and the disease take 
their increasingly painful tolls, this 
proudly solitary woman begins to 
discover the wonders of kindness, 
both giving and receiving, leading 
to an achingly poignant final 
scene. 

That this isn’t a disease-of-the- 
week drama is signaled at the out¬ 
set when Vivian, in hospital gown, 
connected to an IV and her bald 
head covered by a red baseball 
cap, directly addresses the audi¬ 
ence in the opening moments. “It 
is not my intention to give away 
the plot,” Dr. Bearing tells.us,“but 
I think I die at the end.” 

The laughter that follows puts us 
at our ease, and while there are plen¬ 
ty more laughs as Vivian and the 
medical establishment go head to 
head, we can be snatched back into 
the horrific reality in a heartbeat. 

The play is a remarkable 
achievement for Edson, a first¬ 
time playwright, who manages to 
connect with the audience on 
many levels. As for Light, hereto¬ 


fore best known as a blonde¬ 
maned sitcom star, she creates 
moments so potent that they may 
stay with you for a lifetime. That 
she does so eight times a week is a 
wonder. ▼

It’s supposed to be headed to San 
Francisco, but unfortunately, 
Richard Chamberlain and compa¬ 
ny got here first. 

Surely the audience could put 
more life into the material than 
does this limp touring version of 
the recent Broadway revival. From 
Chamberlain’s hammy perfor¬ 
mance to the pallid Maria of Meg 
Tolin to the ineffectual staging by 
Susan M. Schulman to the cheesy 
sets credited to Heidi Ettinger, this

Sound of Music barely squeaks by 
as passable entertainment. 

We might as well face the fact 
that every five years or so there is 
going to be another revival of The 
Sound of Music knocking at our 
door. Marie Osmond headlined 
the most recent revival to play San 
Francisco, and a few years before 
that, Debby Boone took the show 
on the road. While you may wince 
at the notion of encountering 
these sugar-plum fairies, I’m here 
to tell you that their productions 
were considerably more effective 
than the current offering. 

If there is a lesson here, it is 
that there is a reason that Maria 
has always been considered the 
starring role, the place where a 
production’s driving personality 
should be found. But with a wan 
voice that throws away the title 
song and a perky-pleasant per¬ 
sonality that isn’t enough to carry 
a show, Tolin’s Maria doesn’t pass 
muster. 

On the other hand, Chamber- 
lain tries to earn his star billing by 
inflating Capt. von Trapp in ways 
that only undermine the charac¬ 
ter. It’s not a great role, but to 


serve the show, it has to be played 
seriously, even stoically. For some 
reason, Chamberlain thinks he 
must telegraph every emotion and 
reaction to the point where the 
performance can’t recover from its 
artifice. 

There is something both clod¬ 
dish and unfocused in Schulman’s 
direction that can almost feel lack¬ 
adaisical. The Sound of Music is a 
musical that can push happy but¬ 
tons with audiences, but Schul¬ 
man doesn’t always seem to real¬ 
ize what those buttons are. In 
scene after scene, the payoff is lost 
through bad choices and sloppy 
staging. 

There is one number that sur¬ 
vives this neglect. In “Do-Re-Mi,” 
Tolin’s Maria and the von Trapp 
children crank up the energy to 
sell the song. Yes, it’s as sugary as 
hell, but it wakes up a production 
that’s often too listless even to be 
saccharine. ▼

Saga of 
Sebastian 

'Raised in Captivit /

n Raised in Captivity, Nicky Sil- 
I ver offers an uneasy blend of 
1 absurdism and sentiment. At 
least the blend seems uneasy in the 
production the Inquiline Theatre 
Company is presenting at the 
Shelton Theatre. 

In fact, it was a blend that im¬ 
pressed critics when the play 
opened in New York in 1995, so it 
is at least possible to imagine that 
the script has something to say, 
and in an interesting way. But 
working with this kind of darkly 
neurotic whimsy requires a fine 
tuning that is often missing here. 

While there are moments when 
Silver’s off-kilter humor comes 
through, other moments when he 
desperately wants to be taken seri¬ 
ously emerge as gratuitous embar¬ 
rassments. Both the cast and the 
director can share the blame, 
though Silver has concocted some 
tricky dramatiohoops that he ex¬ 
pects us to jump through. 

This family drama takes its cue 
from the lunatic world of Christo¬ 
pher Durang, in which dysfunc¬ 
tion is the norm and behavior 
treads a fine line between the rec¬ 
ognizable and the outrageous. But 
unlike Durang, who sends what¬ 
ever messages he harbors through 
his humor, Silver puts on the 
comedic brakes when it’s time for 
a sermon. 

The central character in Raised 
in Captivity is Sebastian, a gay 
man in his 30s who has been sex¬ 
ually and emotionally celibate 
since the death of his lover from 
AIDS 11 years before. “I have no 
contact with anyone,” the charac¬ 
ter says, “including myself.” 

Sebastian is forced into a re¬ 
union with his manic weight-ob¬ 
sessed twin sister following the

death of their mother in a freak 
shower accident — although she 
does return as a ghost to reveal a 
horrifying secret about the twins’ 
father. Also on hand are Sebast¬ 
ian’s emotionally unstable thera¬ 
pist, his sister’s teeth-hating den¬ 
tist husband, and a pen-pal con¬ 
vict who provides Sebastian with 
his only hint of human contact. 

The performer most adept at 
nailing the Silver style is Tom Jer- 
main, who plays the dentist with a 
comic finesse and commitment 
that makes the character’s quasi- 
crazed behavior somehow plausi¬ 
ble. That innate sense of inanity is 
missing from David Scamardo’s 
strenuous turn as Sebastian. It’s 
too easy to see the actor at work, 
and the character’s neurotic ram- 
blings aren’t particularly funny

2000-2001 Pride Season. Plays 
that were not considered gay dur¬ 
ing their New York runs are in a 
slate that also includes plays that 
are gay to the bone. 

In addition to the six plays of 
the Pride subscription series, the 
season includes two special attrac¬ 
tions. One stars former child actor 
Danny Pintauro ( Who's the Boss), 
who came out in the pages of the 
National Enquirer, and the other is 
a vehicle for Dean Goodman, a 
veteran theater critic and occa¬ 
sional actor. 

Here’s a brief look at the sixth 
Pride Season, which the theater 
has dubbed Body & Soul: 

• Corpus Christi (Oct. 11-Jan. 
6) — Bay Area premiere of Ter¬ 
rence McNally’s controversial re¬ 
casting of the story of Jesus in a 
contemporary gay setting.

14-April 7) — West Coast pre¬ 
miere of Canadian playwright 
Brad Fraser’s drama about sex and 
politics, as a thirtysomething gay 
man looking for stability mistak¬ 
enly thinks he’s found it with a 
city official harboring destructive 
secrets. 

• Cloud 9 (April 25-June 23, ' 
2001) — Caryl Churchill’s mod¬ 
ern farce about sexual politics, 
from an 1880 British outpost in 
“darkest Africa” to present-day 
London, in which gender is a 
topsy-turvy affair. 

• The Most Fabulous Story Ever 
Told (May 9-July 14,2001) — The 
West Coast premiere of a new 


comedy by Paul Rudnick ( Jeffrey ), 
in which Adam and Steve share 
the Garden of Eden with lesbian 
couple Jane and Mabel before the 
characters fast-forward into con¬ 
temporary society.

* Visiting Mr. Green (Aug. 
10-Sept. 10) — West Coast pre¬ 
miere of Jeff Baron’s recent 
off-Broadway comedy-drama 
about an elderly New Yorker 
(Dean Goodman) whose forced 
relationship with a gay yuppie 
leads them to unexpected places.

because they don’t seem to be 
coming from a real place within 
the performer.

Andrew 
Bayers, in the dual role of a gay 
hustler and Sebastian’s pen pal, 


comes closest in the cast at han¬ 
dling the play’s serious side. 

The production doesn’t benefit 
from Carl Baker’s awkward set that 
involves dragging a giant box 
around the stage. Nor does director 
Colman Domingo’s choice to have 
the performers deliver sections of 
dialogue as asides to the audience 
enhance the situation. It is a device 
that was soon suppressing laughter 
even among the highly partisan 
opening-night audience. ▼

'' he world didn’t come to an 
end when the planets lined 
up on Cinqo de Maio. In 
fact, the planetary shift seems to 
have brightened more than the 
skies. Party of Five, Beverly Hills 
90210, Boy Meets World and The 
Elian Gonzalez Saga all had their 
series finales last week. (We think 
Time Warner pulled the plug on 
ABC just so it wouldn’t have to see 
Elian on at least one network.) Our 
short attention spans have re¬ 
turned just in time for May sweeps. 

President Clinton’s film debut 
was worth repeat viewings. Now 
we know the Prez has a sense of 
humor — after all, Monica Lewin¬ 
sky was his girlfriend. But The 
Final Days, the short film starring 
Clinton (with cameos by mem¬ 
bers of the Washington press 
corps, Hillary, Kevin Spacey and 
Oscar), produced for the last 
White House correspondents’ 
dinner of the Clinton Presidency, 
was hilarious. Jay Leno, who host¬ 
ed the event, was utterly upstaged.

Of course, the non-story of the 
week was The Millennium March 
— better known as the event that 
wasn’t. The build-up was excruci¬ 
ating. HRC’s Elizabeth Birch kept 
popping up on TV no one watch¬ 
es like Marley’s ghost, talking 
about the Equality Rocks concert 
as if it were the march. We were 
appalled at her girlish squeal when 
she told ABC’s World News Now 
anchor Anderson Cooper (his 
mother is Gloria Vanderbilt, so he 


is unfazed by celebrity), “I mean, 
Garth Brooks will be there.” Be 
still my heart. 

Our favorite disastrous inter¬ 
view was the morning of the 
march cutiepie Soledad 

O’Brien (we want to know if her 
parents were ’60s radicals and 
named her accordingly), Saturday 
host of the Today show, had Birch 
and Melissa Etheridge on for a 
nanosecond.

Disney World on the Mall 

What coverage there was of the 
march got trumped by Clinton’s 
movie. Pop politics reigned 
supreme in the After Party. That 
creepy California threesome, 
Ellen, Anne and Betty — the De- 
Generate family — were every¬ 
where, but were especially tedious 
on Access Hollywood and ET (and 
may we ask why coverage of a 
queer march was relegated to 
tabloid celebrity TV?). Ellen looks

Will & Grace this week. We liked 
the internalized irony of Will and 
Jack protesting their favorite TV 
show cutting a scene of two gay 
men kissing. Their trip to the net¬ 
work got them the brush-off from 
a gay hireling. So, as they bitch 
about it on the street, they spy 
NBC’s Today show weatherguy, AJ 
Roker, and Jack takes the micro¬ 
phone to complain. Then Will 
takes the bull by the proverbial 
horns and kisses Jack — a real lip- 
smacker — in front of the cam¬ 
eras. Two gay men kissing on TV, 
after all. 

It’s intriguing how W&G de¬ 
flected the criticism the show has 
gotten for not showing either Will 
or Jack in any sexual scenes; Grace 
has been in bed with several men 
throughout the show’s two seasons 
and has even been in a sort of 
clinch with Karen. By showing 
Will and Jack kissing, they indeed 
broke the TV taboo. But by show¬ 
ing two men whom the audience 
knows are friends, they deleted any 
sexual tension from the moment. 
Neat trick. Let’s hope for better 


next season. 

W&G also took on the ex-gay 
movement in its other new 
episode — quite fabulously. Neil 
Patrick Harris (the former Doogie 
Howser and late of the canceled 
Stark Raving Mad, where he 
played the queerest straight guy 
since Niles Crane on Frasier ) as an 
ex-gay leader was inspired casting. 
But we liked Karen playing an ex¬ 
lesbian straying back to her dyke 
roots. Our favorite line: “When do 
I get to French kiss a girl?” She de¬ 
scribed how she’d like to be 
“dressed in leather riding a Harley 
behind Angelina Jolie” (sorry, we 
think that spot has been taken by 
Brother Dearest). Karen also 
joked, “Look at me, I’m a lesbian 
comedian — I’m Ellen.” No dear, 
you’re funny. And Ellen hasn’t 
been that in a looooong time. 

Tongues untied 

Speaking of straight girls 
French kissing each other, Salma 
Hayek and Jeanne Tripplehorn 
were on Access Hollywood dis¬ 
cussing their roles as lesbian lovers 
in the new split-screen, all ad-lib 
Mike Figgis film, Time Code. Trip¬ 
plehorn, who played Sharon 
Stone’s Sapphic love interest in 
Basic Instinct, explained to AH 
host Nancy O’Dell that she “isn’t 
gay” and that she had just finished 
telling that to Hayek when they 
had to do a scene.

'Beau Travail' at the Castro

F or those of you unaware that 
Herman Melville was queer 
at heart and that his novella 
Billy Budd bristled with same-sex 
tension, just browse the indis¬ 
pensable The Gay and Lesbian Lit¬ 
erary Heritage. Here Robert K. 
Martin notes: “Billy Budd, the 
‘new’ homosexual, is a victim of 
everyone around him. Too beau¬ 
tiful, too ‘rosy,’ too androgynous, 
he cannot offer an effective alter¬ 
native to the masculine authority 
of the ship.” Out of necessity, he 
was hung. With a rope, that is. 

This novella — which has al¬ 
ready inspired Benjamin Britten’s 
1951 opera with a libretto by E.M. 
Forster, plus the superb 1962 film 
directed by Peter Ustinov and 
starring the beyond-gorgeous Ter¬ 
ence Stamp — has now taken 
hold of French director Claire 
Denis, who is no newcomer to 
quirky homosexual subject matter 
(e.g. I Can't Sleep). What she has 


done is, she has landlocked the 
once-seaborne Billy Budd. 

In Beau Travail, opening Fri¬ 
day for a week’s run at the Castro 
Theatre, Melville’s sailors are now 
members of the French Foreign 
Legion in the East African enclave 
of Djibouti. This brigade of 
wired-up testosterone is being 
ruggedly trained nonstop. They 
must crawl under wires and climb 
hills, plus swim and fight, all of 
which they do in a mostly shirtless 
and sweaty state. 

Their trainer, the sullen, tight¬ 
ly muscular Sergeant Galoup 
(Denis Levant), a man with a bite 
worse than his bark and a face 
only a mother can love, suddenly 
sees his isolated and controlled 
world come unhinged with the ar¬ 
rival of a new recruit, the quietly 
heroic Gilles Sentain (Gregorie 
Colin). Galoup instantly becomes 
obsessed with this young man (“I 
felt something vague and menac¬ 
ing take over me”) and sets out to 
destroy him. Of course, the Ga- 
loup/Sentain coupling mirrors the

at the Plaster Foundation (1970) 
and The Secret of Rented Island 
(1977); and two classics of Holly¬ 
wood art high and low, the cheesy 
Maria Montez vehicle Arabian 
Nights and Sternberg’s The Devil Is 
a Woman, both treasured by Smith 
and highly influential on his work. 

Flaming Creatures (1963) was 
not his first film; that distinction be¬ 
longs to The Buzzards of Baghdad 
(1951-56). But it is still his most no¬ 
torious, not only because it con¬ 
vincingly broke a number of 
taboos, but also because it was 
banned practically every place it was 
shown. This included, of all places, 
the halls of Congress, where it was 
denigrated by the desiccated Strom 
Thurmond in an anti-porn tirade. 
(Technically, it’s still banned, but 
don’t expect the police, or Strom, to 
show up at the screening.) 

Dream world 

By all accounts, Smith was dif¬ 
ficult but charismatic, a magical 
trickster presence maniacally in¬ 
volved in all kinds of projects at all 
times. Never far from poverty in 
spite of a few grants here and 
there, he was gifted in seducing 
actors and friends to work for free 
and in “appropriating” materials 
he needed for his art. For Crea¬ 
tures and the films that followed, 
he used cheap, sometimes dis¬ 
carded, color reversal stock to im¬ 
mortalize the drag queens, mer¬ 
maids, vampires, naked poets, and 


other “creatures” who populate 
his films. The effect is of a dream 
that stubbornly resists conscious¬ 
ness, the imagery sometimes sub¬ 
tle and painterly, sometimes stark 
and high-contrast in rendering 
the filmmaker’s ecstasy-drenched 
demimondes. 

Smith was raised on Hollywood 
kitsch, and the imagery of 1940s 
movie monsters and especially his 
patron saint Maria Montez — to 
whom he built an altar and prayed 
— inspired him. Always a good 
talker, he insisted on Montez’s im¬ 
portance as an actress to all who 
would listen (and there were 
many). He called her “the Holy 
One” and “the Miraculous One.” 
After a screening of one of her 
films, he told a friend, “The Mirac¬ 
ulous One was raging and flaming. 
Those are the standards for art.” 

Smith’s own standards for art 
let him refashion Montez and the 
whole ethos of tinny Orientalia, 
low-budget intrigues, and what he 
called Universal’s “cowhide thongs 
and cardboard sets” into 
Dionysian revels that were both 
wild camp and subtle polemic in 
upsetting an overflowing apple 
cart of norms: heterosexuality, 
narrative, social and sexual and 
aesthetic repressions. The world as 
seen in his films is a comic collage 
of fake history and fake culture, 
reduced to pathetic backdrops be¬ 
fore which his “creatures” — mys¬ 
tery-gendered Frankenstein as¬ 
semblages of makeup and rags — 
heroically writhe. 

Much of his work is about the 
importance of style and, specift-

in Vermont. 

But do anticipate being over¬ 
taken by one of the most glori¬ 
ously homoerotic features to greet 
the new millennium. Men in uni¬ 
form. Men halfway out of uni¬ 
form. The sun constantly beating 


cally, the pose; he practically rubs 
our noses in the idea that logic 
and progress and movement are 
always secondary to experience 
and stasis and the tableau, as long 
as it’s beautiful. His films are at 
once coy and brazen. Their much- 
vaunted orgies and nudity (which 
some courts called “hardcore,” 
with nothing in the films to sup¬ 
port that) appear sometimes in 
flashes, where you have to squint 
to see it; or there may be a dick or 
a breast wagging quietly in the 
corner of a frame chiefly occupied 
by a prodigious drag queen 
dressed as a mermaid. 

As serious as he was about his 
own work, Smith did not view it 
as inviolate. His view of an ideal 
world of constant change and 
pleasure no doubt played into his 
peculiar, perhaps unique, habit of 
re-editing some of his work while 
it was being projected. According

Miss Francine 
prances around in a brocaded tur¬ 
ban, posing, applying lipstick, and 
eventually succumbing to the cru¬ 
elties of a transvestite vampire 
who rises from an Ed Wood-style 
paper coffin. If this sounds like an

i 1 Jf hen I read Bett Reece 
Mriyf Johnson’s second novel, 
I r U The Woman Who Rode to 
the Moon (Cleis), I was so im¬ 
pressed I had to read the first as 
well. The Woman Who Knew Too 
Much, also from Cleis Press, is an 
extraordinary mystery. Imagine a 
chemist who comes up (pun in¬ 
tended) with an even more effec¬ 
tive Viagra-type drug that has just 
a few unpleasant side effects, in¬ 
cluding a need to disembowel 
one’s partner during sex, and a 
private organization with more 
power and fewer scruples than the 
CIA that wants more than any¬ 
thing to make a fortune on this 
drug, and you’ve got the setting 
for a terrifying novel. Johnson’s 
characters are vivid and so real 
that I’m sure I’ve met some of 
these people, and afraid that I’ve 
met some others. I knew Johnson 
had to be a woman with plenty to 
say, and I wanted to hear it. Here’s 
some of our e-interview. 

Deborah Peifer: Why did you de¬ 
cide to write a mystery? 

Bett Reece Johnson: It was 
1996. I’d been through a series of 
devastating disasters and calami¬ 
ties, was at an impasse in my life. 
Looking back, it seems to me the 
universe had just lost patience 
with me, like maybe the goddess 
was tired of hearing all my excus¬ 
es about why I still hadn’t written 
that novel I’d set out to write. So 
she got serious, threw every ad¬ 
versity at me that a 
middle-of-the-road, working pro¬ 
fessional wakes up in the wee 
hours and dreads. Nightmare 
stuff. I can see now that it took 
events of that magnitude to push 
me down the road I should’ve 
taken much earlier — that is, to 
make a serious commitment to

Cordelia at all, only Jet. After I’d 
moved to New Mexico to write 
full-time and was rewriting the 
whole thing, Cordelia just ap¬ 
peared out of thin air, so to speak, 
as I sat down at the computer one 
morning to begin reworking a 
new chapter. She began as a voice. 
One from a place I don’t really 
know much about, somewhere at 
the center of a deep anger I had, 
and basically all I did was take dic¬ 
tation. 

I’m glad I listened. Cord’s helped 
me work through a lot of my dark 
times. I think she’s the Medusa in all 
of us, the dark 
side that wants 
justice and has 
everything it 
takes to make it 
happen when the 
more familiar, 
more acceptable 
means don’t work. 
I like Cord a lot, 
but she’s not a 
warm, cuddly 
sweetie you’d want 
to curl up with at 
night, is she? Not 
unless you like sleep¬ 
ing with cobras. 


What is your take 
on contemporary 
dyke mysteries? What writers, 
straight or bent, do you read? 

I don’t myself habitually read 
generic “lesbian mysteries,” simply 
because I find them too pat, too 
much written to a formula (and 
the tacit sex scene is one of the 
givens, isn’t it?). On the other 
hand, mysteries that have lesbians 
as their protagonists are a differ¬ 
ent cat altogether — I’m thinking 
of Scoppettone, Abigail Padgett, 
Nicola Griffith, J. M. Redmann. I 
enjoy them immensely. Good sto¬ 
ries, good writing. 

I’ll always choose to read a 
woman writer over a male writer, 
all other things being equal. But 
things are still not quite equal yet, 
are they? For example, if I feel the 
need to read the best dialogue I 
can find in a mystery, I’ll read El¬ 
more Leonard and be dazzled by a 
master magician getting every nu¬ 
ance in perfect pitch. If I want a hit 
of the best of the literary stylists, 
I’ll read Cormac McCarthy. When 
I need a swift kick and a reminder 
that good writing is honest writ¬ 
ing, I’ll read Dorothy Allison. 

Keeping an eye on what’s hap¬ 
pening with the mainstream mys¬ 
tery, I’ll read Grafton, Nevada 
Barr, Mike Connelly, Lee Child. I 
like Carol O’Connor for her 
moxie Mallory, and Ruth Rendell 
gets my vote as the reigning queen 
of haw elegant and complex a 
mystery can be. 


What's next for you? 

I expect to keep writing the 
Cordelia Morgan mysteries as long 
as there are readers who want to 
read them and a publisher interest¬ 
ed in publishing them. I signed on 
with Cleis Press for four books, and 
I just finished the third a couple of 
weeks ago. It’s a narrative based 
(very loosely) on the true story of a 
woman called “the trunk murder¬ 
ess,” who was accused and convict¬ 
ed of killing her two best friends 
back in 1931. This one’s set in Cal¬ 
ifornia, just south of the Bay Area, 
near Monterey. Its working title is 
The Woman Who Killed Daddy, 
though I’m not sure if that’s how it 
will finally see light. It’s scheduled 
tb come out this fall. ▼

'The Passion of Joan of Arc' on DVD 


by Gary Morris 


U n spite of the hype, DVD is 
more often promise than ful¬ 
ls fillment. Many, perhaps most, 
of the films presented in the latest 
video medium contain only the 
film, with the draw being the clean 
digital sound and the sharpest vi¬ 
suals available, which for many 
consumers is lure enough. Some 
companies, fortunately, take the 
medium’s interactive possibilities 
and great storage capacity more 
seriously. 

Criterion’s The Passion of Joan 
of Arc is a stellar example of the 
full exploitation of DVD. This 
cineaste’s dream has a gorgeous 
transfer of the film itself, taken 
from a restored version of the sin¬ 
gle good print available, as well as 
a quite extraordinary array of ex¬ 
tras. These include three full audio 
tracks: the silent version, one with 
Richard Einhorn’s stunning Voices 
of Light musical soundtrack, and 
another with informative com¬ 
mentary by Danish film scholar 
Casper Tybjerg. There are French 
intertitles and optional English 
subtitles. There’s a history of the 
production design with rare stills; 
a history of the film’s many ver¬ 
sions, with clips; an essay by 
Richard Einhorn on the film, and 
a video essay on the music; a 
demonstration of the restoration 
process with scene-by-scene com¬ 
parisons; an audio interview with 
Helene Falconetti, daughter of the 
film’s star; and even a libretto 
booklet for the Voices of Light 
score. If these aren’t enticement 
enough, consider the disc’s afford¬ 
ability. Listed at $39.95, it’s widely 
available for under $30 on the In¬ 
ternet. Not bad for one of cine¬ 
ma’s supreme achievements. 

Carl Dreyer’s 1928 masterpiece 
about the trial and death of 
France’s 15th-century warrior- 
maiden reverses the cliche that 
“life imitates art.” Like Joan, it was 
“denounced, cut, and burned,” a 
story told at length on this DVD 
that in its way is as fascinating as 
the film itself. The denunciation 
came early, when French nation¬ 
alists objected to the idea of a 
Dane, and a non-Catholic one at 
that, interpreting the history of 
their beloved Joan. After its re¬ 
lease, English censors objected to 
what it saw as unacceptably nega¬ 
tive portrayals of the English 
forces who were partly responsi¬ 
ble — in alliance with the corrupt 
French Church — for the death of 
Joan. 

Slash and burn 

In a famously grueling se¬ 
quence, Joan’s arm is seen in 
close-up being cut — stabbed, re¬ 
ally — for bloodletting. The film 
suffered a similar fate, repeatedly. 
The Archbishop of Paris’s demand 
for changes was only the begin¬ 
ning of a series of mutilations. In 
1933, the film, which failed at the 
box office in spite of many glow¬ 
ing reviews, resurfaced in a trun¬ 
cated version (82 minutes cut to 
61) featuring the prattlings of a 
radio announcer, of all things. In 
1951, yet another version ap¬ 
peared with different cuts, new 
subtitles, and interpolated shots of 
stained glass and other indignities. 

Fire was also an important part 
of the film’s history. Dreyer’s orig¬ 
inal negative was destroyed the 
same year of the film’s release at 
the German studio UFA. The di¬ 
rector managed to construct a 
new negative out of alternate 


takes, but that negative, too, was 
believed destroyed at a fire at the 
French studio where it was 
housed. A variety of versions 
made the rounds of cinema clubs 
and hospitals over the next 
decades, and some who saw the 
film during these problematic 
screenings must have wondered 
what the fuss was all about, given 
the pathetic condition of these 
prints. 

In a surprise discovery that 
parallels Joan’s resurrection (as a 
historical hero) and transcen¬ 
dence, a complete original print of 
Dreyer’s original cut was found in 
a Norwegian mental hospital clos¬ 
et in 1981. The print had appar¬ 
ently been ordered by a doctor 
there in the 1930s; after an un¬ 
known number of screenings, it 
was stuck in the closet and forgot¬ 
ten for perhaps five decades. This 
version, called the “Oslo print” to 
distinguish it from its many pre¬ 
decessors, had some damage but 
was digitally restored to pristine 
condition with 20,320 individual 
changes. 

Dreyer would go on to create at 
least three classics of world cine¬ 
ma ( Day of Wrath, Ordet, and 
Gertrud), but in some ways this is 
his most radical film. He rejected 
the label of “avant garde” applied 
to it, no doubt because this ghet¬ 
toized a film he saw as above all a 
human document. It’s hard to 
think of a better term, however, 
for the film’s visual style. There’s 
the famous use (some said over¬ 
use) of close-ups; surprising im¬ 
ages such as the “upside-down 
and backward” shot of English 
soldiers, or the swinging camera 
that makes a building appear to be 
moving. 

Emotional life 

If Dreyer disliked “avant 
garde,” he did agree with “docu¬ 
mentary” as a description, albeit 
more an “emotional documen¬ 
tary” than a “real” one. The film 
supports this in many respects. 
Dreyer drew almost entirely on 
transcripts of Joan’s 1429 trial for 
his dialogue. He refused to allow 
his actors to use makeup, an un¬ 
heard-of conceit at that time, but 
one made possible by the recent 
introduction of panchromatic 
film. He even dropped the credits 
— they were later restored — in 
order to increase the viewer’s be¬ 
lief in the story. He also disavowed 
musical scores (though the film 
was presented with them) as dis¬ 
tracting and antithetical to the re¬ 
ality of the onscreen world. (It’s 
fortunate that Dreyer’s opinion 
didn’t deter Richard Einhorn from 
creating his Voices of Light accom¬ 
paniment. Performed by the vocal 
group Anonymous 4, soloist 
Susan Narucki, and the Radio 
Netherlands Philharmonic and 
Choir, the score resonates with 
sweeping medieval harmonies 
and a majestic solemnity that’s a 
fine match for the film.) 

Dreyer’s demand for realism 
dictated some bizarre strategies. 
The actors were signed exclusively 
to him for the film’s shooting time 
from May to November 1927, so 
they had to “live” their roles to the 
point of keeping their hair cut so 
it never appeared to change. This 
was understandable for the lower 
churchmen who wore visible ton¬ 
sures — bald heads with a fringe 
of hair. But Dreyer also demanded 
that the higher officials keep their 
tonsures cut, in spite of the fact 
that they were invisible under the 
grandiose caps they wore 


throughout. The cast occasionally 
got back at him, at least verbally. 
They secretly began referring to 
him as “Gruyere” because the set 
had as many “holes” (trenches 
Dreyer built for making low-angle 
shots) as Swiss cheese. 

In spite of the film’s realism — 
helped immeasurably by Rudolph 
Mate’s brilliant cinematography 
— it’s also one of the most styl¬ 
ized, unrealistic films in the annals 
of cinema. Production designer 
Hermann Warm, famous for his 
expressionist sets for The Cabinet 
of Dr. Caligari, based his work here 
on a combination of medieval 
woodcuts and the then-voguish 
surrealist movement. This is seen 
in the otherworldly white archi¬ 
tecture that recalls the still, strange 
world of painters like Delvaux or 
De Chirico, as well as off-kilter im¬ 
ages such as the two mismatched 
windows shown behind Joan. 

Dreyer’s goal of immersing the 
viewer in the story wasn’t so com¬ 
plete that he didn’t introduce 
anachronisms: in one scene, an in¬ 
terrogator is shown wearing 20th- 
century eyeglasses. This kind of 
sudden, unsettling detail can be 
seen as an example of the godlike 
Dreyer in such control he can af¬ 
ford to be perverse (if briefly), but 
also as a way of introducing yet an¬ 
other level of disturbance to an au¬ 
dience already unhinged by the 
suffocating number of close-ups. 

Dreyer was always known as a 
controlling, dictatorial director, 
and with a then-vast budget of $7 


million francs (which bloated to 
$9 million by the end of shoot¬ 
ing), he was allowed some luxu¬ 
ries that few filmmakers would 
see, before or since. He had an 
enormous, expensive three-di¬ 
mensional set built, almost none 
of which is seen in recognizable 
form in the movie (much to the 
producers’ chagrin). He shot 
reams of film, which unexpected¬ 
ly paid off later when he was 
forced to construct a new negative 
out of the ample supply of alter¬ 
nate takes. The film’s over 1,300 
individual shots is more than 
twice the number found in an av¬ 
erage feature of the time. 

Much has been made of the 
film’s unusual number of close- 
ups; this was a strategy Dreyer felt 
was not only appropriate, but one 
that would become common as 
cinema matured. That did not 
happen, of course, but the film’s 
use of close-ups is among the 


most harrowing, claustrophobic 
ever. Rather than use the device as 
punctuation, or as a high point, 
Dreyer uses it to drag the viewer 
into the psyche of the subject. 
Rene Falconetti’s face, with its un¬ 
canny glowing eyes and mournful 
looks, proved an ideal map for the 
emotional territory the director 
wanted to explore. This perfor¬ 
mance has rightly been called one 
of cinema’s greatest. 

“The close-quarter combat be¬ 
tween Joan and her judges” is how 
Dreyer described his vision of the 
film, but the “combat” takes place 
mostly on a spiritual plane, in the 
sorrowful stares and sudden illu¬ 
minations that cross the face of 
Falconetti intercut with the warts- 
and-all faces of her tormentors. 
This doesn’t prevent the director 
from making grim hints at more 
visceral horrors, as in the montage 
of torture devices to be used on 
Joan cross-cut with her face, or in 
the violent peasant uprising trig¬ 
gered by her death. But the thrust 
of the film is the power of spiritu¬ 
al opposition to earthly ambition 
and corruption, a theme so perva¬ 
sive and felt that even the archi¬ 
tecture supports it. Joan is seen 
mostly in isolated shots, emblems 
of her lonely battle against the 
church and the military, but be¬ 
hind her, the viewer is always 
aware of the serene, almost glow¬ 
ing white walls, a constant re¬ 
minder of Joan’s purity and tran¬ 
scendence in the face of corrupt 
earthly forces. ▼

A shaman’s song 

S ynchronicity has been lately ruling my life. Threads keep com¬ 
ing back around and connecting. Friends from the past turn 
up when least expected and most welcomed. Themes assert 
and reassert themselves as if by supernatural will. 

One such theme is shamanism, which for some reason figures 
prominently in San Francisco’s underground art scene. There’s a 
thriving community of magikal queer spirits in this town, people 
creating spells through their art, challenging and changing the way 
people perceive and inhabit the world. 

Recently a particularly powerful alchemical spirit popped onto 
my radar screen after a long time away. Gabriel Todd first captured 
my attention with his buoyant personality and boundless creative 
energy a few years ago when I took 
a class from him at Jon Sims Cen¬ 
ter for the Performing Arts, an 
organization that nurtures queer 
artists. He was just a pup, but he 
had a bewitching way of getting us 
to sing in multi-part improvised 
harmonies, stomp and clap out 
complex rhythms, and practice 
contact improvisation. He loved 
engaging in public theatrics, enter¬ 
taining passers-by on street cor¬ 
ners, in subways, and in front of 
City Hall. These were not political 
statements; they were spontaneous 
eruptions of art, subversions of the 
norm, spectacle for its own sake. 

Todd disappeared from the city 
for a while, taking his cheery spir¬ 
it, beautiful voice, and skillful Gabriel Todd 

dance moves with him on a cross- _ 

country journey. Now he’s back, 

more playful than ever. With the help of his company, Freaksoul 
Project, he’s bringing to life the semi-autobiographical story of his 
shamanic journey through life. He’s corralled a skilled group of 
young dancers, singers, musicians and storytellers to present a 
work-in-progress at the Sims Center, “Confessions of a Songbird 
Strangler.” Its the tale of Uma Dare (performed by Todd), “and the 
flight of his dreaming body through the streets of the city, beneath 
the streets to the underground transit system,” where he meets a 
host of funky, poetic souls who challenge him in diverse ways. 

Last weekend in rehearsal with Freaksoul at 848 Community 
Space, where Todd is temporarily in residence, Todd and company 
displayed remarkable finesse and cohesion in their movement, the¬ 
atrics, and rock-band instrumentalism, despite a seemingly ragged 
story idea. Todd’s talent has been expertly shaped by such perfor¬ 
mance-art luminaries as Keith Henessey, Sara Shelton Mann of 
Contraband, John Weaver, Liz Roman, Kathleen Hermesdorf, and 
Scott Wells, among many others. Their influence works like a spell 
through Todd. Expect his show to captivate you with soaring vo¬ 
cals, experimental film, and tumbling torsos. Expect magic. T

Jjpll hi Chi LaRue’s recent videos 
f: have struck me as rather im- 

personal. The large cast 
epics he’s been churning out cer¬ 
tainly show a high degree of pro¬ 
fessionalism. That’s the LaRue 
hallmark, expediency. But he 
seems to be caught up in Bigger 
Faster Harder. His multi-per¬ 
former couplings are athletic 
events, as he works his men 
through a breathless multi¬ 
plicity of positions. In a 
typical Chi Chi on¬ 
slaught, sensuality and 
interpersonal connec¬ 
tion are all too fre¬ 
quently lost, and what’s 
left is merely the me¬ 
chanics of 
sex. Love 
of men, 
glory in 
their bodies, fascination with the 
way they make out — absent. 

While the highly-touted Steele 
Ranger is a typical example of Chi 
Chi’s bumper-car approach to sex, 
the completely untouted Off the 
Streets - Paris offers several hyp¬ 
notic scenes of men luxuriating in 
the essence of male sexuality. Both 
are products of Channel 1 Releas¬ 
ing. 

Until its final scene, Steele 
Ranger is in a rush. It depicts a 
typical day in a national park, in 
which rangers neglect their duties 
to make out, married men escape 
their shrewish wives to make out, 
friends console themselves over a 
companion’s disappearance into 
the scary forest by making out, 
and the Head Ranger, upon rescu¬ 
ing the lost hiker, offers a sort of 
consolation not prescribed in his 
government handbook. In other 
word, Steele Ranger is rife with in¬ 
cident. Plenty of big guys, big 
dicks, novel body couplings, and 
an omniscient camera eye. Yet 
most of it remains incident, as if 
Chi Chi were working from a 
checklist. 

In the first scene, for instance, 
Head Ranger Chris Steele chastis¬ 


es three lads for beating off to¬ 
gether. “This is a family place,” he 
sternly tells them, but within sec¬ 
onds, he’s got his dick in the 
mouth of one of the kids. Gazing 
across at the other two, he notices, 
“You boys got big cocks.” But does 
that lead them on, coax them for¬ 
ward? The next thing we see is 
everybody nude and conjoined in 
a suck-and-fuckathon. Whatever 
happened in-between isn’t depict¬ 
ed, perhaps deemed too inciden¬ 
tal by the director, always in a 
rush to reach the Main 
Event. It’s a pretty 
scenic fuck, but un¬ 
dermined by abrupt 
, treatment. 

So it goes, as four 
erstwhile effective 
scenes are humbled by 
Chi Chi’s 
attention 
deficit dis¬ 
order. As 
well as a dash of misogyny. The 
shrill wives complain, and the 
men call them “fucking cunts,” be¬ 
fore asking each other, “Without 
pussy, what would we fuck?” Duh: 
each other (although, typically, we 
aren’t shown just how the guys get 
into it). I hate LaRue’s repeated 
cutting to the complaining wives 
as their husbands make out, and I 
hate the lads in the video’s first 
scene pretending to be aroused by 
hetero porn. The script is credited 
to performer Doug Jeffries, and 
both he and LaRue need to reex¬ 
amine how they present women 
in gay porn, and how they use 
straight-boy fantasies. 

All this is redeemed by the 
video’s finale, in which a winsome 
young blond named Kyle 
Kennedy makes an appreciable 
debut. He’s kind of a lesser Danny 
Summers, immediately likable, 
and an excellent foil to Steele. The 
kid’s a swell cocksucker, and 
comes up smiling. He responds 
easily to Steele’s provocative dirty 
talk, although he can’t quite keep a 
straight face when pretending he’s 
never been fucked. It adds a vul¬ 
nerability and playfulness that’s 
generally lacking in LaRue’s work, 



although here the director un¬ 
characteristically yet thankfully al¬ 
lows the scene the time span it 
needs, and the internal continuity 
to support it. 

Come together 

Off The Streets - Paris is a curi¬ 
ous little video. It’s only 50 min¬ 
utes long, and only one of its five 
scenes includes any penetrative 
sex. The rest is all buddies jacking 
off together with such strongly fo¬ 
cused attitude that you don’t no¬ 
tice the action isn’t a prelude to 
fucking. Especially the first scene, 
with guest star Joshua Scott 
throwing his most intense attitude 
at a handsome and chiseled Ma¬ 
rine type. They kiss deeply, turn 
each other on by turning them¬ 
selves on, do some psychic dick¬ 
merging, if you know what I 
mean. Note: Scott wears knee- 
high leather boots. Note: partner 
keeps his jockeys on, cupping his 
genitals. Later on, a second couple 
reenacts this scene, providing 
some variants of hearty nipple- 
work and foreskin play. Note: 
shaved crotch and at least a foot of 
dick on this lanky dude. 

I like this sort of extended 
jerkoff action — I like watching 
men aroused, appraising and ap¬ 
preciating their cocks, pumping 
the energy out of them and deliv¬ 
ering it to their buddy as they lux¬ 
uriate in the steamy atmosphere of 
cockworld. And that’s what several 
scenes of this video serve up, and 
which Chi Chi has graciously 
filmed in long, uninterrupted takes 
that let the homo-eros flow. ▼

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Ballet pathetique 

'Tchaikovsky-The Mystery of Life & Death'

D istressed as I am to have 
missed the journalistic 
scoop of 2000, Western 
Civilization as we know it did not 
come to an end last Tuesday night 
when the Eifman Ballet of St. Pe¬ 
tersburg made its local debut at 
the Palace of Fine Arts with Boris 
Eifman’s evening-length medita¬ 
tion on homosexuality and cre¬ 
ativity, Tchaikovsky — The Mys¬ 
tery of Life and Death. 

Tchaikovsky appeared for three 
performances — the opening 
night was a sea of delirious Slavic 
babbling, and San Francisco Bal¬ 
let’s Russian dancers were sprin¬ 
kled throughout the auditorium 
— trailing mano-a-mano reviews 
from New York’s top guns. The 
New Yorker's acerbic Joan Acocel- 
la thought the whole thing sucked, 
but not literally, alas; she scolded 
Eifman for his gloom-and-doom 
take on faggotry, never mind his 
impossibly unmusical choreogra¬ 
phy. The Times’ Anna Kisselgoff 
thinks Eifman is “the ballet 
world’s major choreographer.” 
She, on the other hand, is the one 
who hated Mark Morris for years 
because of his musicality. 

Having seen, enjoyed and 
laughed through a good portion 
of Tchaikovsky, the bottom line is 
that it is no more a ballet than 
Evita is an opera. Or, more pre¬ 
cisely, it is a ballet exactly as Evita 
is an opera, a thoroughly late-20th 
century, pop/performance art take 
on a 19th-century classical art 
form. To judge Eifman’s 
Tchaikovsky by the standards that 
composer set in Nutcracker, Sleep¬ 
ing Beauty and Swan Lake is to re¬ 
alize the chasm between art and 
piffle. Yet, if you have been eating 
roots and berries in the Kalahari 
desert for ten years, a Big Mac 
might taste like ambrosia. 

And that is how you have to 
judge Eifman’s work. He may be 
the McDonald’s of ballet, but Mc¬ 
Donald’s satisfies millions — in¬ 
cluding people in China and 
France, where the fabulous in¬ 
digenous cuisine ought to make 
them know better. Or, as Sir Toby 
Belch so trenchantly puts it, “Dost 
thou think, because thou art vir¬ 
tuous, there shall be no more 
cakes and ale?” Cakes and ale (and 
Big Macs, too) are what Eifman 
and company are all about, pleas¬ 
ing the groundlings and stirring 
up the libido in the name of pas¬ 
sion and spirituality. Think of 
Hamlet, with the Danish prince 
and Horatio as more than best 
friends, while Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern get it on graphically 
behind an arras, and you’ll get the 
idea. Or, if you prefer an historical 
ballet perspective, Eifman is the 
Bejart of 2000. 

Tangled web 

Why Eifman chose this partic¬ 
ular route — the sexual explana¬ 
tion of creativity is as old as it is 
shallow, but maybe it still was 
news in Russia in 1993 — I can’t 
say. He’s married and appears to 
be straight, but he can make a 
queer ballet with the best of them. 
(Although if you insist on para¬ 
lyzing good taste with your ho¬ 
moeroticism, stick with Vladimir 
Anguelov’s Impetuous for SFB.) 
I’m not sure whether it was unfor¬ 
tunate or lucky that the most in¬ 
teresting and involving parts of 
Tchaikovsky, stunning in their as¬ 
sertive crassness, were the three 
scenes in which the composer (Al¬ 


bert Galichanin) finally marries 
the madwoman who has been 
pursuing him, only to be tangled 
in her wedding veil as if in a 
noose; and the two frankly homo¬ 
erotic scenes in Act Two. 

The first, to the “Elegy” from 
Serenade for Strings (yes, that thud 
was Balanchine rolling over in his 
grave), finds Tchaikovsky con¬ 
fronting his same-sex desires. As 
he slumps in a reverie downstage, 
his alter-ego (the vibrant Igor 
Markov, who looks like a cross be¬ 
tween Leo DiCaprio and Vincent 
Perez) stalks the arrogant ballet 
“Prince,” who is working at a bar re 
upstage. Markov circles him hun¬ 
grily until a beautiful young balle¬ 
rina enters to dance conventional¬ 
ly with the Prince, while Markov 
tries to tear his love object from 
her arms. 

Defeated, but perhaps enlight¬ 
ened, Tchaikovsky attempts once 
more to unite with his wife (Yele¬ 
na Kuzmina), who has just been 
seen (to the opening fanfare from 


Capriccio Italien) copulating with 
three strangers. Unsuccessful — 
apparently this ill-fated marriage 
never was consummated — the 
composer moves on to a gambling 
den, where the all-male corps 
strips down to leather-bar har¬ 
nesses, and a whole lotta shakin’ 
goes on. Kitschy, lurid and as ob¬ 
vious as dog poop on the side¬ 
walk, the scene is still a humpy 
hoot. The men in this company 
can’t dance worth beans — I did¬ 
n’t see a closed fifth position all 
night, and their lack of plie made 
my knees hurt — but they look 
hot, the same way that Bejart’s 
Jorge Donn was hot, even with his 
love handles and lack of turnout. 

By now you get the idea. If you 
accept Eifman at his own assess¬ 
ment — as a passionate, spiritual, 
quasi-dissident who fought for his 
shallow, banal ideas for 17 years in 
an inhospitable Soviet system, 
only to find redemption on West-' 
ern tours, where the critics sneer

A talk with San Francisco poet Thom Gunn

Boss Cupid by Thom Gunn; Far¬ 
rar, Straus and Giroux; $22 

T hom Gunns new collection 
of poems, Boss Cupid, is a 
welcome addition to a body 
of work that has established him 
as one of the most important 
poets writing in English. Since his 
first book, Fighting Terms (1954), 
Gunn has published eight other 
collections, as well as a book of es¬ 
says. He has been anthologized in 
the Norton Anthology of English 
Literature, and his Collected Poems 
were published in 1993. Both of 
these achievements amount to a 
kind of literary canonization, and 
Gunn’s lifetime of work certainly 
justifies this recognition. 

The poems in Boss Cupid re¬ 
turn to many of the themes that 
have appeared in Gunn’s earlier 
work — mythology, the death of 
fellow poets and close friends, the 


life of the writer, the lure of drugs, 
and the power of love. These are 
poems that span vast distances. 
They are elegies, retrospective and 
reflective of times past, and 
friends and loves long gone. They 
are forward-looking as well, 
sometimes playful and even hu¬ 
morous. They sparkle with arrest¬ 
ing clarity and beauty. Gunn’s ver¬ 
satility allows him to move with 
ease between the demands of for¬ 
malism and the spontaneity of the 
“found poem.” 

A native of England, Gunn has 
made his home in San Francisco 
since the early 1960s. He arrived 
in, the Bay Area to teach literature 
and writing at the University of 
California at Berkeley. He has now 
retired from teaching. Boss Cupid 
is his latest collection since The 
Man with Night Sweats (1992), 
and like that collection, it is in a 
large part a reflection on the loss¬ 
es that AIDS has brought to the 
lives of gay men. But it is also a 
meditation on love and its conse¬ 


quences, the “cupid” of the book’s 
title who appears again and again 
in these poems. 

In a recent conversation at his 
home, Gunn reflected on his new 
book and his career as a poet. 
Asked about the gay themes in 
Boss Cupid and The Man with 
Night Sweats, Gunn points out 
that he did not feel he could write 
about gay subject matter in his 
early years as a poet. The censor¬ 
ship battles provoked by the vivid 
sexuality in such works as Joyce’s 
Ulysses and the novels of D.H. 
Lawrence were relatively fresh in 
his memory when he began to 
write. The controversy surround¬ 
ing the publication of Allen Gins¬ 
berg’s Howl in 1956 highlighted 
the issue even more. Gunn, who 
was just beginning his teaching 
career, was fearful that revelations 
about his sexuality might cost him 
his job. He says now that those 
fears were unfounded. “In retro¬ 
spect, I realize that all of my col¬ 
leagues realized I was queer, and 
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they were positively delighted to 
have a homosexual poet [on the 
faculty].

Cold trail 

“I am a gay writer,” he says. “I 
write about gay themes. I don’t 
mind that so long as it can be 
admitted 
that some of 
my writing 
is not about 
gay subject 
matter. I 
don’t think in 
these terms, 
as if [gay 
themes] are a 
separate kind 
of subject 
matter.” Gunn 
notes with 
some amuse¬ 
ment that crit¬ 
ics and scholars 
have at times 
tried to find 
clues about his 
sexuality in his 
earliest work, 
when in fact there were none 
there. 

But the gay themes are strong 
in Boss Cupid, and the people and 
places that Gunn has known in 
San Francisco provide much of 
the inspiration for the poems in 
the new collection. In poems such 
as “Front Bar of the Lone Star,” 
“Coffee on Cole” and “In the Post 
Office,” Gunn makes references to 
San Francisco locales in order to 
explore the psychic territory of 
our daily encounters and transac¬ 
tions. 

When asked about his creative 
process and the sources of his 
poems, Gunn confesses that he 
finds the question difficult to an¬ 
swer. “Every poem, like every play, 
like every novel, has a different 
kind of genesis. Sometimes you’ll 
find that you have a subject for 
years, and you just didn’t think of 
it as a subject... and then you pick 
it up years later.” He notes that 
many of the people in his poems 
are composites. He cites the poem 
“7 a.m. in the bar” as a work that 
has “several points of origin,” 
based on three people he’d en¬ 
countered at a particular place. 

Gunn points out that some of 
the poems in the new collection 
are “found poems,” written in the 
voices of particularly memorable 
friends and lovers he’s known. In 
“A Los Angeles Childhood,” for 
example, Gunn presents the un¬ 
settling life story of a young man 
as Gunn heard it. The words are 
spare, even harsh, and they res¬ 
onate with raw honesty. Gunn re¬ 
calls being captivated by those 
words, and compelled to preserve 
them. “I wrote it down to record it 
[in a notebook],” he says, “and 
looking back at it a few days later, 

I realized it was a poem.” 

Gunn also addresses drugs as 
an influence on his life and his 
work. At least two of the poems in 
Boss Cupid are reflections of his 
experience with speed and “angel 
dust.” Gunn has high praise for 
certain drugs. “They’ve always 
been a tremendous help,” he says. 
“It started in the ’60s with acid. 
We all took a lot of acid and saw a 
lot of strange things. Drugs are 
very interesting in terms of pro¬ 
viding experience.” But he says he 
finds it impossible to actually 
write under their influence. “Gins¬ 
berg apparently wrote some of his 
poems while on acid; I find that 
inconceivable. Kerouac apparent¬ 
ly did a lot of writing on speed; I

“Part of the 
trouble with 
speed is that 
things seem to

says. “What’s good about writing, 
when it is good, is that there is 
some difficulty to get over, some 
obstacle that you have to over¬ 
come.” 

Gunn certainly tackles some 
challenging, even controversial 
subject matter in Boss Cupid. In a 
group of five poems called Trou¬ 
badour, he presents three “songs 
for Jeffrey Dahmer,” the infamous 
serial killer from Milwaukee who 
murdered, dismembered and can¬ 
nibalized several young men in 
the early 1990s. Gunn says the 
poems were originally written for 
an opera about Dahmer that was 
to be composed by John Adams. 

“I first heard about Dahmer 
from an article about him written 
by Patricia Highsmith [author of 
The Talented Mr. Ripley ], and I 
thought this would be a great sub¬ 
ject for an opera. It’s the story of 
love at first sight. You see this per¬ 
son, you fall in love, and there’s 
nothing you can do about it. Most 
of us subscribe to the idea of love 
at first sight, and it did happen to 
[Dahmer]. But of course, he took 
it too far,” says Gunn. 

In his hands, Dahmer’s voice is 
hauntingly alone and desperate. 
In “Hitch-hiker”, the first of the 
Dahmer songs, the killer says of 
his first victim, “As you turn to 
go/I know that I must keep you, 
and know how... ” The remaining 
songs delve even further into Dah¬ 
mer’s psyche as he continues his 
terrible crimes. 

Gunn sent the Dahmer poems 
to Adams, but never heard back 
from him about the opera. He 
later learned that Adams had had 
second thoughts about the project 
because of the gruesomeness of 
the subject matter, and Gunn and 
Adams never pursued the collabo¬ 
ration. In 1998, the songs were set 
to music by Jay Lyon and per¬ 
formed by Len Moors. It’s a trib¬ 
ute to Gunn’s talent that the Dah¬ 
mer poems, dark as they are, still 
shine with beauty. They confront 
a terrible thing with unflinching 
honesty and uncommon percep¬ 
tion. 

The poems in Boss Cupid are 
fresh and always surprising. There 
is much to return to in this book. 
Like the denim-clad, sexy, shaven¬ 
headed punk in the painting that 
adorns the book’s cover, Gunn’s 
cupid is “reckless and rough” and 
ultimately mysterious. Fortunate¬ 
ly for us, Thom Gunn probes the 
mysteries of life, love and death 
with brilliance and power. ▼

H 11 S hen Michael Tilson 
ijlyi Thomas returns to the 
W V podium at Davies Sym¬ 
phony Hall this week after a two- 
and-a-half-month-long hiatus, he 
probably won’t be too surprised 
that things have been running 
smoothly without him. His place 
in the hearts of regular subscribers 
and the musicians who play for 
him is secure enough to quell any 
misgivings about being supplant¬ 
ed. Even the glowing notices and 
warm response to his most recent 
stand-in, American conductor 
David Robertson, can hardly 
match the genuine star status he 
enjoys here. 

Robertson did generate, in a 
mere two weeks, the kind of buzz 
that signals the presence of a 
major talent. His choice of music 
was hardly earth-shaking, and he 
had two guest soloists taking most 
of the spotlight upon themselves, 
yet he managed to convey a sure¬ 
ness and grace that made a strong 


impression. This was the third ap¬ 
pearance the California-born con¬ 
ductor has made with the San 
Francisco Symphony, and three, it 
would appear, is the magic num¬ 
ber. The press and audiences alike 
took notice of his boyish looks 
and stage demeanor as if for the 
first time. 

His career has been moving 
swiftly since being appointed in 
1992 as Music Director of the 
prestigious Ensemble Intercon- 
temporain in Paris. As that post¬ 
ing would indicate, he has 
achieved international recogni¬ 
tion for his alliance with works of 
the 20th century, but he has also 
showj^ability with a broader sym¬ 
phonic and operatic repertoire. 

Educated at London’s Royal 
Academy of Music, Robertson 
studied the French horn and com¬ 
position before turning to con¬ 
ducting. His maestros have in¬ 
cluded Kiril Kondrashin and 
Rafael Kubelik, and after a two- 
year stint as resident conductor of 
the Jerusalem Symphony Orches¬ 
tra in the mid-’80s, he embarked

on a nonstop tour, guesting with 
the great orchestras and opera 
houses of North America and Eu¬ 


rope. He will soon debut with the 
NHK Symphony of Japan. His 
breathtaking repertory of some 35 
operas has ensured his presence at 
the San Francisco Opera, which 
has included a 1995 concert with 
Marilyn Horne, honoring the 50th 
anniversary of the United Na¬ 
tions, and a return two years later 
with Verdi’s Rigoletto. He made his 
first appearance at the Met with 
Janacek’s The Makropulos Affair. 

A little surprising, then, that 
his two-week stand with the SFS 
this year should include so little 
music that is usually associated 
with him. Still, like MTT, Robert¬ 
son is at ease onstage and always 
in command. He shares with our 
own maestro a gracious knack for 
letting guest artists shine, without 
losing his own identity. The ap¬ 
pearance of violinist Midori dur¬ 
ing Robertson’s first week of con¬ 
certs was a case in point. 

Tender age 

Can it be that Midori is actual¬ 
ly pushing 30? Her career has cer¬ 
tainly grown to full-blown super¬ 


stardom since Zubin Mehta invit¬ 
ed her to be a surprise guest 
soloist with the New York Philhar¬ 
monic at the tender age of 11. Her 
first SFS appearance came seven 
years later, with a performance of 
the Dvorak Concerto. How pleas¬ 
ing it was to hear her play that 
same concerto two weeks ago. 

Surprisingly, Midori’s interpre¬ 
tation of the tuneful Violin Con¬ 
certo has changed little over the 
years, but then it is not exactly a 
psychologically complex work. 
What remains apparent in her 
performance is an absolute tech¬ 
nical mastery and sweetness of 
tone. The daunting passagework 
holds no terror for her, and it is 
still amazing to witness such 
strength in one so physically 
diminutive. Robertson and the or¬ 
chestra offered her a strong 
framework, and the ovation war¬ 
ranted an encore, though we did¬ 
n’t get one. 

After intermission, Robertson 
assumed center stage for his own 
star turn, a knockout reading of 
Stravinsky’s original (1911 ver¬ 
sion) of the ballet Petrushka. Now, 
Stravinsky is officially MTT terri¬ 
tory around these parts, and I 
don’t believe anyone was prepared 
for such an authoritative reading. 
Controlling the lushness of the 
original orchestration (leaner in 
the 1947 revision), but allowing 
all the wonderful effects to regis¬ 
ter, Robertson certainly gave 
Tilson Thomas’s justifiable repu¬ 
tation in this composer’s music a 
better-than-fair match. 

Beefy Mozart 

Last week’s concerts featured a 
delicately transparent rendition of 
Ravel’s Mother Goose Suite for an 
opener and a shockingly beefy ap¬ 
proach to Mozart’s Piano Concer¬ 
to No. 20 in D minor as a show¬ 
case for soloist Garrick Ohlsson. 

There were a few listeners who 
objected to Ohlsson’s large-than- 
life (arguably inauthentic) take on 
Mozart’s glorious score, but like 
all great works of art, the Concer¬ 
to No. 20 is open to interpreta¬ 
tion. Using the cadenza of Brahms 
in the first movement and the ca¬ 
denza of Beethoven in the third, 
the prodigious pianist made clear 
example of the effect Mozart had 
on both later composers. If there 
were moments when Ohlsson 
seemed to be making his point a 
little too strongly, the ultimate ef¬ 
fect was illuminating and exciting. 
A fresh look at a time-honored hit 
is quite an achievement in itself. 

Robertson closed the concert 
with a breakneck performance of 
Schubert’s Symphony No. 5 in B- 
flat major. The sunny opening Al¬ 
legro seemed just right, and the 
following Andante con moto was 
given plenty of breathing room, 
but the headlong rush through the 
closing Allegro vivace gave the 
horns some trouble, and the con¬ 
clusion was abrupt, rather than 
concise. Nevertheless, the Santa 
Monica-born conductor cement¬ 
ed the goodwill he has been build¬ 
ing here with a self-effacing defer¬ 
ence to his musicians and a 
charming lack of pretension. 

When Garrick Ohlsson hand¬ 
ed him the reading stand from the 
piano before he started his perfor¬ 
mance, Robertson gamely took it 
offstage himself, remarking that 
the star has a very good memory 
(the Union stagehands must have 
plotzed), and when it came time 
for his own solo bow at the end of 
the evening, he appeared impa¬ 
tient to return to the focus to his 
players. He’s a classy guy, and we 
look forward to his next visit. ▼

VIRAMUNP is not a cure for HIV-1 infection; patients may continue to experience illnesses associated with advanced HIV-1 
infection, including opportunistic infections. Treatment with VIRAMUNE® has not been shown to reduce the incidence or 
frequency of such illnesses; patients should be advised to remain under the care of a physician when using VIRAMUNP.

line and a mouse bone marrow micronucleus assay following oral administration. In reproductive toxicology studies, 
evidence of impaired fertility was seen in female rats at doses providing systemic exposure, based on AUC, approxi¬ 
mately equivalent to that provided with the recommended clinical dose of VIRAMUNE®. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C: No observable teratogenicity was detected in reproductive studies performed in 
pregnant rats and rabbits. In rats, a significant decrease in fetal body weight occurred at doses providing systemic exposure 
approximately 50% higher, based on AUC, than that seen at the recommended human clinical dose. 

The maternal and developmental no-observable-effect level dosages in rats and rabbits produced systemic exposures 
approximately equivalent to or approximately 50% higher, respectively, than those seen at the recommended daily 
human dose, based on AUC. There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. VIRAMUNE® should 
be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

Nursing Mothers: Preliminary results from an ongoing pharmacokinetic study (ACTG 250) of 10 HIV-1-infected pregnant 
women who were administered a single oral dose of 100 or 200 mg VIRAMUNP at a median of 5.8 hours before delivery, 
indicate that nevirapine readily crosses the placenta and is found in breast milk. Consistent with the recommendation 
by the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for Disease Control and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their 
infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV, mothers should discontinue nursing if they are receiving VIRAMUNE®. 
Pediatric Use: Safety was assessed in trial Bl 882 in which patients were followed for a mean duration of 33.9 months 
(range: 6.8 months to 5.3 years, including long-term follow-up in 29 of these patients in trial Bl 892). The most frequently 
reported adverse events related to VIRAMUNE® in pediatric patients were similar to those observed in adults, with the 
exception of granulocytopenia which was more commonly observed in children. Serious adverse events were assessed 
in ACTG 245, a double-blind, placebo controlled trial of VIRAMUNE® (n = 305) in which pediatric patients received 
combination treatment with VIRAMUNE®. In this trial two patients were reported to experience Stevens-Johnson syn¬ 
drome or Stevens-JohnsonAoxic epidermal necrolysis transition syndrome. Cases of allergic reaction, including one case 
of anaphylaxis, were also reported. The evaluation of the antiviral activity of VIRAMUNP in pediatric patients is ongoing.

but audiences cheer — then he is 
doing the best he can with the 
choreographic and literary ideas 
available to him. 

Try to remember that, as con¬ 
ductor Valery Gergiev once told 
me, “The Soviets killed culture for 
70 years, or preserved it as if in 
amber. That might have been a 
good thing, for we avoided the 
jaded commercialism of the 
West.” There is nothing jaded 


about Eifman; you have to admire 
his enthusiasm for his self-ap¬ 
pointed task, and the commit¬ 
ment of his dancers.

afternoon at a particularly de¬ 
praved carnival spookhouse, it 
definitely has that air. But Smith 
was more cunning than the cheesy 
dramatics, “Oriental” music, 
mock-orgies, and mindless make¬ 
up sessions would dictate. In re¬ 
formulating his treasured favorites 
from the catacombs of Hollywood 
— in this case Maria Montez’s Ali 
Baba — he tosses out all manner 
of good sense and logic, paving 
the way for others to do likewise 
after him. As arbitrary and form¬ 
less as the film appears, Smith is in 
firm control of the frame, creating 
ravishingly painterly images that 
lull the viewer into a near-halluci¬ 
natory state. He never uses the 
collage technique common to un¬ 
derground film of the time per se, 
but the effect is similar through 
his superimposition of portions of 
the Ali Baba soundtrack and 
cheaply alluring period music. 

Flaming Creatures has elabo¬ 
rate, hilarious dance and orgy se¬ 
quences and an unforgettable dis¬ 
cussion of makeup and penises 
that ends with Francis Francine 
asking a question that so many of 
us have pondered: “Is there a lip¬ 
stick that doesn’t come off when 
you suck cock?” 

Smith’s citing of the Dietrich- 


Sternberg films as an influence is 
evident here in one major respect: 
nothing is quite what it seems. 
Even the sex of the players is inde¬ 
terminate until the crucial evi¬ 
dence of an up-raised skirt (or 
more likely, festooned gown) is 
given. The films are awash in an¬ 
drogyny. In Normal Love, Smith 
discovery and Warhol regular 
Mario Montez appears as a mer¬ 
maid lying in repose like an odal¬ 
isque, occasionally twitching, in a 
milk bath. She’s terrorized by a fake 
werewolf but remains typically un¬ 
fazed, protected always by the pose. 

The films also have elaborate 
cataclysms that mock those in 
films like Cobra Woman and Ali 
Baba. Flaming Creatures ends in 
an earthquake created in the sim¬ 
plest manner imaginable — by 
shaking the camera. In Smith’s 
world, even the apocalypse is just 
a tacky momentary diversion. 

Smith’s unique conceits might 
have remained just another pri¬ 
vate mythology, relegated to occa¬ 
sional basement screenings for 
friends, but his theatrical person¬ 
ality assured a far wider reach. 
Warhol appropriated the concept 
of “superstar” and fake Hollywood 
studio from him, and Susan Son- 
tag made a famous defense of 
Flaming Creatures. Nan Goldin, 
Laurie Anderson, Robert Wilson, 
and John Waters are among those 
who credit Smith’s singular vision
